PARIS —A massive 
fire engulfed the upper 
reaches of Paris’ soaring 
Notre Dame Cathedral

below. 

The blaze collapsed 
the cathedral’s spire 
and spread to one of its

Today’s highlight 
in history 


In 2007, in one of America’s 
worst school attacks, a col- 
lege senior killed 32 people 
on the campus of Virginia 
Tech before taking his own 
life. 


On this date 


In 1862, during the Civil 
War, President Abraham 
Lincoln signed a bill ending 
Slavery in the District of 
Columbia. The Confederacy 
conscripted all white men 
between the ages of 18 to 
35; 

In 1945, during World War Il, 
a Soviet submarine in the 
Baltic Sea torpedoed and 
sank the MV Goya, which 
Germany was using to 
transport civilian refugees 
and wounded soldiers; it’s 
estimated that up to 7,000 
people died. 

In 1947, the cargo ship 
Grandcamp, carrying 
ammonium nitrate, blew 
up in the harbor in Texas 
City, Texas; a nearby ship, 
the High Flyer, which was 
carrying ammonium nitrate 
and sulfur, caught fire and 
exploded the following 
day; the blasts and fires 
killed nearly 600 people. 

In 1962, New Orleans Arch- 
bishop Joseph Rummel 
excommunicated three 
local Roman Catholics for 
fighting racial integration 
of parochial schools. 

In 1963, Martin Luther 

King Jr. wrote his “Letter 
from Birmingham Jail” 

in which the civil rights 
activist responded to a 
group of local clergymen 
who had criticized him for 
leading street protests; 
King defended his tactics, 
writing, “Injustice any- 
where is a threat to justice 
everywhere.” 

In 1986, dispelling rumors 
he was dead, Libyan 
leader Moammar Gadhafi 
appeared on television to 
condemn the U.S. raid on 
his country and to say that 
Libyans were “ready to die” 
defending their nation. 

In 2008, the Supreme Court 
upheld, 7-2, the most 
widely used method of 
lethal injection, allowing 
states to resume exeCcu- 
tions after a seven-month 
halt.

Lawmakers question 
findings in gun report 


They seek more 
specifics on crimes 
committed with 
firearms

PROVIDENCE — How 
prevalent is gun violence in 
Rhode Island? 

Amid heated debate over 
proposed laws to ban rapid- 
fire “assault weapons” and 
outlaw guns on school 
grounds, the opposing 
sides agreed last year on the 
potential value in pinpoint- 
ing the number of crimes in 
Rhode Island that involve a 
gun and the outcome of each 
of those cases. 

How many of those gun- 
toting criminals went to jail? 
How many were given plea 
deals that put them back out 
on the street on probation? 

From gun-rights advo- 
cates came this battle cry: 
enforce the laws we already 
have, don’t tread on the 
rights of “law-abiding citi- 
zens.” From gun-control 
advocates came this coun- 
ter-argument: R.I. laws 
do not go far enough to 
avert the kind of violence 
that turned a Connecticut 
elementary school and a 
Florida high school into kill- 
ing fields. 

Out of this debate came 
a law requiring an annual 
report, by the attorney gen- 
eral, on the number of new 
gun crimes charged each 
year, and the number that 
result in a jail sentence as 
opposed to a plea that nets 
the accused a suspended 
or deferred sentence and 
probation. Last week, new 
Attorney General Peter 
Neronha provided lawmak- 
ers with the first report. 
Among the findings: 


When calendar year 2018 
began, there were 377 gun- 
crime cases pending for lack 
of final action, including at 
least one that went back to 
1994 (if not earlier). In 2018, 
prosecutors filed 346 new 
gun-crime cases. 

The vast majority of these 
new gun cases — 317 of the 
346 cases — took place in 
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Providence County. 

Only a handful of crimi- 
nals charged with gun 
crimes went to trial last 
year. The vast majority of 
those cases ended in a plea, 
including, in many cases, a 
no-contest plea. In 2018, in 
Providence County alone, 
only 7 criminal cases involv- 
ing a gun went all the way to 
trial; 243 ended with pleas. 

Of those 250 cases: 34 
ended with a dismissal of 
the gun charges, and in one 
unidentified case, a guilty 
verdict; 1 ended in a mon- 
etary fine; 125 resulted in 
some jail time; 80 ended 
with a suspended or deferred 
sentence that put the 
accused back on the street 
on probation. (Ten more 
wete awaiting sentencing.) 

Of those sent to prison, 
only a dozen were sentenced 
to 10 or more years, presum- 
ably for the most serious 
crimes; 39 were sentenced 
to less than two years; 43 
to between 2 and 4 years 
behind bars. 


By year’s end, there were a 
total of 439 gun cases left in 
state courts, awaiting a final 
resolution, according to the 
report the attorney general’s 
office gave lawmakers last 
week. 

Asked what Neronha 
makes of the report, which 
largely 
reflects his 
predeces- 
sor Peter 
Kilmartin’s 
handling of 
gun cases, 
spokes - 
woman Kristy dosReis told 
The Journal: “As far as any 
takeaways from the report, 
it is our view that the office 
is prosecuting gun crimes 
in an efficient and effective 
manner. Often, we’ve been 
able to seek appropriate but 
strong sentences for these 
crimes.” 

But the legislative spon- 
sors were disappointed the 
report does not dig deeper. 

One co-sponsor, House 
Minority Leader Blake 
Filippi, R-Block Island, 
said his “first read reveals 
that the law needs to be 
amended to include the ini- 
tial charges and what crime 
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the defendant ultimately 
pleaded to or was convicted 
of.” 

The lead House sponsor — 
Rep. Stephen Casey — said 
his goal since he first arrived 
at the R.I. State House in the 
wake of the 2012 Newtown 
elementary school massacre 
has been to try to educate 
his colleagues on firearms 
and raise questions about 
the need for any new laws in 
a state that already has some 
of the most stringent gun 
laws in the country. He said 
the report left unanswered: 
what kind of crimes are being 
committed, by whom, with 
what kinds of weapons? 

In the pro-Second 
Amendment circles in 
which he travels, Casey, 
D-Woonsocket, said: “I 
think everybody is just con- 
cerned about constitutional 
rights ... [And] the legislation 
that’s out there right now is 
not going to reduce the gun 
crimes that are happening in 
our streets in Providence [or] 
make anything much safer 
around our schools.” 


“A street crime with an ille- 
gal firearm, with a stolen 
firearm, we need to put 
some serious [penalities | 
on this, stop pleading out 
deals, and put people away 
... Until we do that, I don’t 
think the street crime prob- 
lems are going to change... I 
think the only deterrent is an 
actual sentence that is going 
to mean something to some- 
body,’’ Casey said. 

Another co-sponsor — 
Republican Rep. Michael 
Chippendale, of Foster — 
agrees: “We need to see 
more specificity.” He wants 
future reports to specify that 
kind of gun used in each 
alleged crime and at the very 
least, whether it was a hand- 
gun or along gun. 

But on its face, he said this 
first report tells him a “a 
tremendous number of gun 
charges” have been brought, 
with not as many people 
going to prison for them as 
he would like to see. 

“We need to impress upon 
people who feel the need to 
commit crimes with fire- 
arms that when you get 
caught, you will do a long, 
tough sentence in the ACI.” 


In ‘FUCT’ fashion brand case, 
justices avoid saying

WASHINGTON — None 
of the Supreme Court’s 
justices wanted to say the 
four-letter word. 

The high court was dis- 
cussing a trademark case 
Monday involving a Los 
Angeles-based fashion 
brand “FUCT.” But the 
justices did some verbal 
gymnastics to get through 
about an hour of arguments 
without saying the brand’s 
name. 

Chief Justice John Rob- 
erts described it as the 
“vulgar word at the heart 
of the case.” Justice Samuel 
Alito called it “the word 
your client wants to use.” 
And Justice Stephen Breyer 
called it “the word at issue.” 

The case has to do with a 
portion of federal law that 
says officials should not 
register trademarks that are 
“scandalous” or “immoral.” 
Officials have refused to 
register the brand’s name 
as aresult. 

But the artist behind the 
brand, Erik Brunetti, argues 
that portion of law should be 
struck down as an uncon- 
stitutional restriction on 
speech. 

The government is 
defending the century-old 
provision. Lawyer Malcolm 
Stewart, arguing for the 
Trump administration, said

that the law is not a restric- 
tion on speech but rather 
the government declining 
to promote certain speech. 
The government argues the 
law encourages trademarks 
that are appropriate for all 
audiences. 

Brunetti and others like 
him who are denied trade- 
mark registration under 
the “scandalous” provi- 
sion can still use the words 
they wanted to register for 
their business, nonprofit or 
brand. They just don’t get 
the benefits that come with 
registering a trademark. For 


word 


Brunetti, that would largely 
mean a better ability to go 
after counterfeiters who 
knock off his designs. 

Some of the justices 
seemed troubled by what 
they suggested are inconsis- 
tent decisions by the United 
States Patent and Trade- 
mark Office about what 
gets tagged as scandalous 
or immoral. 

Justice Ruth Bader Gins- 
burg noted that the office 
has refused to register 
trademarks both by saying 
something is scandalous 
and, ironically, too confus- 
ingly similar to something 
that is already registered. 
For example, the office 
refused to register “FUK!T” 
for being scandalous and 
immoral but also confus- 
ingly similar to the already 
registered “PHUKIT.” 

Justice Neil Gorsuch sug- 
gested some outcomes seem 
as arbitrary as the “flip of a 
coin.” 

Brunetti would seem to 
have a strong argument. 
Two years ago, the justices 
unanimously invalidated 
a related provision of fed- 
eral law that told officials 
not to register disparaging 
trademarks. In that case, 
an Asian-American rock 
band sued after the govern- 
ment refused to register its 
band name, “The Slants,” 
because it was seen as offen - 
sive to Asians.

PROVIDENCE — It’s 
the bane of springtime 
driving in New England, 

a cruel vestige of winter’s 
freeze-and-thaw cycles: 
the pothole, a cavity with 
a voracious appetite for 
time and money. 

A big one lurking at 
the bottom of a puddle 
on Allens Avenue flat - 
tened tires on several cars 
Monday morning. 

Diane Gregoire of 
Watwick, whosecar got 
two flats, counted eight 
cars with flats on the side 
of Allens Avenue. Three of 
those eight cars had two 
flat tires, she said. 

Gregoire was on her 
way to work at the Brown 
University Bookstore. Her 
roommate, Linda Hamil- 
ton, was actually driving 
her in Gregoire’s car when 
they hit the pothole. 

They didn’t see it because 
puddles covered much of 
the road. 

“Tt was quite ajolt,” 
Gregoiresaid. 

They weren’t travel- 
ing fast because they 
were turning onto 
Allens Avenue, Gregoire 
said. Pulling off to the side 
of the road, they noticed 
several other cars pulling 
over. 

“When we got out of 
the car, it was, ‘Oh, no. 
Two tires,’” Gregoire said. 

The front and back tires 
on the car’s passenger side 
were flattened. The front 
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then noticed that an Uber 
driver got a flat passing 
through the area. It wasn’t 
her Uber. 

Gregoire wasn’t sure 
of the final cost for the 
repair, but says it should 
exceed $200. Tire warran- 
ties should save her some 
money. She also plans to 
file a claim with the city or 
state for reimbursement. 

Potholes have been 
wreaking havoc on cars. 
Last week, about 10 cars 
got flats on Route 195 
in Seekonk. The Mas- 
sachusetts State Police 
had to close two highway 
lanes so the pothole could 
be repaired, backing up 
traffic on the westbound 
section of highway. 

John Paul, AAA North- 
east senior manager of 
Traffic Safety and AAA’s 
Car Doctor, says studies 
have shown that in the 
past five years 16 million 
cars across the country 
have suffered some type 
of damage from pot- 
holes. On average, each 
of thosedrivers pays $300 
for repairs. Potholes cost 
drivers across the U.S. $3 
billion annually, he said. 

Drivers should avoid 
potholes when they can 
doit safely, without 
swerving into traffic, Paul 
says, but it’s not always 
easy to spot them. 

“Sometimes hiding 
under a big puddle is a big 
pothole,” he said. 

Here’s atip from Paul 
for drivers who cannot 
avoid a pothole: Slow 
down as much as pos- 
sible while approaching 
the pothole and then, just 
before hitting it, take your 
foot off the brake. Freely-

Elorza to Trump: ‘Providence 
is a welcoming, inclusive city’

PROVIDENCE As 
President Donald Trump 
on Monday continued to 
promote his proposal to 
relocate migrants detained 
at the border to sanctuary 
cities around the country, 
Mayor Jorge Elorza affirmed 
that Providence is committed 
to welcoming all. 

“Providence is a welcoming, 
inclusive city that values the 
presence and contributions of 
folks from across the world,” 
Elorza said in a statement. 
“We are a Stronger, more 
vibrant city when every resi- 
dent feels safe and supported.” 

The Washington Post 
reported last week that 
Trump had proposed releas- 
ing detained immigrants into 
sanctuary cities as retaliation 
for those cities’ lack of coop- 
eration with his immigration 
policy. Sanctuary cities are 
cities whose municipal laws 
tend to protect undocu- 
mented immigrants from 
deportation or prosecution, 
despite federal immigration

“Those Illegal Immigrants 
who can no longer be legally 
held (Congress must fix the 
laws and loopholes) will be, 
subject to Homeland Secu- 
rity, given to Sanctuary 
Cities and States!” Trump 
tweeted on Monday. 

In his statement, Elorza 
also lamented the Trump 
administration’s use of 
immigrant families as pawns 
to garner political points. 

“It’s disheartening that 
the White House is willing to 
use lives as bargaining chips 
and it makes you question 
whether they are interested 
in solving real problems or 
in merely sowing chaos and 
division,” the statement 
says. “While there is clear 
evidence that immigrants 


strengthen communities 
and are less likely to commit 
crimes than native-born 
citizens, this administration 
continues torecklessly stoke 
fear and anxiety.” 

Mayors from sanctuary 
cities around the country 
have responded to Trump’s 
statements. 

“Tt’s time to stop fanning 
hate and division @realDon- 
aldTrump,” the mayor of 
Oakland, California, Libby 
Schaaf, tweeted over the 
weekend. “I’ve been con- 
sistent and clear: #Oakland 
welcomes all, no matter 
where you came from or how 
you got here.” 

Sen. Jack Reed, D-R.I., 
also weighed in. 

“The president’s immi- 
gration policy is a failure,” 
he said in a statement. 
“Instead of looking for 
political points, he should 
develop areal policy.”

Wyatt board keeps ICE contract active 


CENTRAL FALLS - The 
board that oversees The 
Donald W. Wyatt Detention 
Facility is putting on hold 
its decision to suspend the 
facility’s contract with U.S. 
Immigration and Customs 
Enforcement. 

The Central Falls Detention 
Facility Corporation Board 
voted during an emergency 
meeting Sunday to stay sus- 
pension of the contract. 

“This vote was made to 
comply with a federal court 
directive and to show good 
faith as we enter a court- 
ordered mediation process, 


which begins today, with 
bond holders,” board 
Chairman Joseph Molina 
Flynn said in a press release 
Monday. 

Bondholders filed a lawsuit 
in federal court Wednesday 
against the City of Central 
Falls to block removal of 
ICE detainees. The com- 
plaint says that the board’s 
April 5 decision to remove 
the detainees could cost 
bondholders more than $130 
million. 

On Jan. 9, Warden Daniel 
W. Martin signed an agree- 
ment with the U.S. Marshals 


Service to reserve 225 beds 
for ICE detainees without 
having the agreement vetted 
by the board of directors, 
Molina Flynn had said pre- 
viously. On March 10, Wyatt 
received 133 detainees. 

After the public learned ICE 
detainees were being held at 
Wyatt on March 22, the City 
Council led several protest 
marches, urging the facility’s 
board to end the contract. 

A conference on the law- 
suit is scheduled for 2 p.m. 
Tuesday with federal Magis- 
trate Judge Patricia Sullivan, 
according to the board.

R.L’s senior senator

After flying into Irag from 
Afghanistan on Monday, 
U.S. Sen. Jack Reed said 
the growing sophistica- 
tion of both al-Qaida and 
the Islamic State, and both 
groups’ steady efforts to 
recruit educated prospects 
who can wage information 
warfare, continue to threaten 
Afghanistan and other coun- 
tries around the world. 

Meanwhile, despite recent 
peace talks, the Taliban has 
announced its spring offen- 
sive, Reed said. 

Pursuing a peace process 


is “very worthwhile,” but 
countering Taliban attacks 
is also necessary, Reed said, 
and the group must recog- 
nize various “critical” issues 
in any peace process, from 
the status of Afghan women 
to the need to keep pressure 
on ISIS and al-Qaida.

climate change,” said 
Nicole Hernandez 
Hammer, a climate-change 
and environmental jus- 
tice consultant, at one of 
the twice-yearly Pub- 
lick Occurrences forums 
co-sponsored by The Prov- 
idence Journal, Leadership 
Rhode Island and Rhode 
Island College. 

Although all 420 tickets 
were spoken for, an esti- 
mated 375 people turned 
out for the fast-paced 
delivery of expertise from 
different perspectives: 
Grover Fugate, direc- 
tor of the state’s Coastal 
Resources Management 
Council; Janet Coit, direc- 
tor of Rhode Island’s 
Department of Environ- 
mental Management; Mark 
Van Noppen, a developer 
and restorer of old houses; 
Hammer; Alex Kuffner, 
Providence Journal envi- 
ronment writer; Sunshine 
Menezes, director of 
the University of Rhode 
Island’s Metcalf Institute 
of Marine & Environmen- 
tal Reporting; Barnaby 
Evans, artistic and execu- 
tive director of WaterFire 
Providence; and Monica 
Huertas, a founding 
member of Providence’s 
Racial and Environmental 
Justice Committee, and an 
activist for DARE, Direct 
Action for Rights and 
Equality. 

Leadership Rhode 
Island’s director, Mike 
Ritz, moderated, draw- 
ing out viewpoints of 
each panelist and taking a 
microphone into the audi- 
ence. He explained that he 
would keep hold of the mic 
so no one could run away 
with it. 

Menezes, who teaches 
scientists, environmen- 
talists and journalists to 
report more effectively on 
environmental issues, said 
scaring people was not a 
good way to engage them 
to take action. Instead, she 
advised, tell them: “Here’s 
some of the things that are 
being done about it. Here’s 
something you can do at 
home.” She also suggested 
listening to climate deniers 


and asking why they’re 
uncomfortable with the 
information. Tailoring the 
information “to what is 
most relevant for whom- 
ever it is you are talking 
with” can also be effective, 
she said. 

Hammer and Huertas 
objected, saying minori- 
ties often bear the burden 
of living next to toxic facili- 
ties or in flood plains. They 
need to hear full informa- 
tion about plans for sites. 
(Huertas, who lives in 
Washington Park, said one 
of her daughters had to be 
hospitalized for asthma 
seven times last summer.) 
Another panelist said 
low-income residents in 
Newport can’t enter their 
houses after arain, because 
of flooding. 

Roxanne Stern of River- 
side asked the panel how 
far states can go to redo 
what the federal govern- 
ment is undoing. “How 
can we all work to create 
a tipping point” that will 
turn the federal govern- 
ment back to protecting 
the environment? 

Coit of the DEM agreed 
that the state and federal 
governments are work- 
ing at cross purposes, and 
Fugate of the CRMC made 
the point that states “are 
at the forefront of many of 
these issues.” Rhode Island 
is working on reducing 
transportation emissions, 
Coit said. Fugate’s job 
is to enforce regulations 
designed to protect Rhode 
Island’s 400 miles of 
coastline. 

Huertas, a lead organizer 
for the No LNG in PVD 
campaign, spoke up: 

“The state of Rhode Island 
needs to stop building fos - 
sil-fuel infrastructure,” she 
said, drawing enthusiastic 
applause. 

“Thank you,” someone 
called from the front row. 

Ritz brought the micro- 
phone to Lauren Maunus, 
21, who stood up with four 
other young people, all 
holding a banner that said 
“We demand a Green New 
Deal.” Maunus said no one 
was talking about solutions, 
when the Green New Deal 
was a Solution they should 
all be backing. “Young 
people are the largest voting 


block in this country,” she 
said. She was on aroll, and 
Ritz interrupted to ask if she 
had a question. “Why are 
we not talking about a Green 
New Deal,” she asked, 
“and moving right now to 
address” the problem? 

Hammer thanked her for 
raising the point, adding 
that the Rhode Island pop- 
ulation is about 25 percent 
people of color, and white 
voices fall short of repre- 
senting minority needs. 

Huertas said getting poor 
people with families to turn 
out for community organiz- 
ing is difficult. She often 
has to provide dinner, child 
care, bus fare or parking 
to get participation at a 
meeting. 

When she says that 
people of color are not in the 
Sierra Club, she is told, “It’s 
one Earth. We all live in it.” 

“We all live in it, duh,” 
she said, “but we are most 
affected. I live on the other 
side of (the bay from) Riv- 
erside. It’s not so beautiful” 
at the Port of Providence, 
beside the tanks of fuel. 

As she spoke, campus 
security officers 
approached the students 
who were still standing 
and holding the Green New 
Deal banner. 

“They’re not bothering 
anyone,” Huertas said. Ritz 
explained that the college 
has arule that signs can’t 
be displayed in auditori- 
ums, because the people 
behind them can’t see. A 
compromise was reached. 
The students held the sign 
lower, but remained stand- 
ing. The officers let them. 

Menezes said people need 
to insist that their politi- 
cians “go on the record to 
say what they will do to 
fight climate change” and 
vote accordingly. Evans 
said artists, musicians, 
writers, rap artists, every- 
one needs to be involved 
in spreading ideas about 
protecting the planet. Van 
Noppen urged residents 
to get involved in govern- 
ment and help write the 
rules that developers like 
him must follow.

Islanders serving in the Army 
in Kandahar. 

He met with political 
leaders, including Afghan

Crowd sees climate change 
as real and formidable 


But those who 
arrived pessimistic 
ended up more 
hopeful, and 
vice-versa

PROVIDENCE — The 
audience at Monday night's 
Public Occurrences forum 
about climate change and 
the search for solutions was 
nearly unanimous in agree- 
ment that climate change is 
areal phenomenon, accord- 
ing to a survey of audience 
members. 

A total of 98% said that 
it is real, with 82% saying 
that humans are the pri- 
mary cause and 16% saying 
that it is mainly a natural 
phenomenon. 

While the audience was 
largely in agreement about 
the problem, a perhaps 
surprising number them- 
selves helped contribute to 
climate change: more than 
45% arrived at the forum 
on the Rhode Island College 
campus by driving alone in 
a fossil-fuel- powered vehi- 
cle. Another 20% carpooled 
in a fossil-fuel-powered 
vehicle. Slightly more than 
a quarter — 27% drove elec- 
tric or hybrid vehicles. Only 
one person reported travel- 
ing by bus. 

Electronic remote con- 
trols were given randomly 
to 102 of the 375 audience 
members, allowing them 
to vote on multiple-choice 
questions, including ones on 
how they arrive at the event, 
whether they think climate 
change is real and how 
optimistic they are that we 
can adequately address the 
impacts of climate change. 

Publick Occurrences was 
sponsored by The Provi- 
dence Journal, Leadership 
Rhode Island and RIC. 

Perhaps not surprising 
given the high percentage of 
environmentally aware audi- 
ence members who drove 
alone, the audience was not 
terribly optimistic that the 
impacts of climate change 
could be addressed. Only 
42% at the start of the forum 
rated themselves as optimis- 
tic or highly optimistic the 
impacts could be addressed, 
while 39% were pessimistic 
and 18% were highly pessi- 
mistic. That changed slightly 
by the end of the forum, with 
51% placing themselves in 
the optimistic categories 
and 49% in the pessimistic 
categories. 

Interestingly, those who 
counted themselves pessi- 
mistic at the start were more 
likely to increase their opti- 
mism (or reduce the intensity 
of their pessimism) while 
those optimistic at the start 
were generally less optimis- 
tic at the end. 

Of people who rated

their very deliberate attempts 
to not only disrupt Afghani- 
stan but to project power any 
place in the world in order to 
advance their objectives.”

Doug Jones, D-Alabama, 
Reed landed in Iraq late 
Monday. 

He said he anticipates

“Traq is a critical point,”

themselves highly optimistic 
at the start, only one-third 
remained so at the end. The 
other two-thirds shifted to 
simply "optimistic." 

And the ones who rated 
themselves simply "optimis- 
tic" at the start ended with 
three-quarters remaining 
optimistic, while one-quar- 
ter fell into the pessimistic 
categories. 

Meanwhile, 37% who were 
pessimistic at the start rated 
themselves optimistic or 
highly optimistic at the end. 
Even 23% of those who were 
"highly pessimistic" at the 
start were optimistic or highly 
optimistic at the end. 

Audience members were 
asked to choose among five 
options for the most effective 
means of combating climate 
change. 

Amajority — 54% — chose 
switching to renewable forms 
of energy. Three options, 
ranging from 12% to 14%, 
came in next: establishing 
a "carbon tax" on polluters, 





improving energy efficiency 
and developing technology 
to reverse the effects of cli- 
mate change. A fifth option, 
driving less and using public 
transportation, garnered 6%. 

Half the people who drove 
alone in fossil-fuel-powered 
vehicles backed renewable 
energy, while three-quarters 
of those who drove electric or 
hybrid cars did. 

Nine percent of fossil-fuel 
drivers backed driving less 
and using public transpor- 
tation, while none of the 
electric/hybrid drivers did.

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Fall River's Notre Dame was also consumed by flames

FALL RIVER — Early in the 
afternoon of May 11, 1982, Fall 
River’s Flint neighborhood lost its 
own Notre Dame. 

A worker doing repairs atop the 
Notre Dame de Lourdes Church 
said he smelled smoke. Then 
another worker said the same. 

Barely an hour later, the historic 
church, a Fall River landmark with 
its distinctive twin spires, was 
engulfed in flames. A half hour 
after that, its destruction was 
total. 

The inferno not only claimed 
Notre Dame, dedicated in 1906 
for the French-Canadian con-

fought back from the ashes. 
Notre Dame was also rebuilt and 
reopened in 1986; the new church 
included a stained-glass window 
that was being repaired out of state 
at the time of the fire. 

But the trials of Notre Dame 
de Lourdes did not end there. In 
2012, the Diocese of Fall River 
announced plans to merge Notre 
Dame with Immaculate Concep- 
tion. Both parishes were struggling 
with declining attendance and 
growing debt. The new church, St. 
Bernadette, was located at Notre 
Dame. 

But after just six years, the dio- 
cese said St. Bernadette’s was no 
longer viable. Bishop Edgar da 
Cunha celebrated the final Mass 
there on Aug. 5, 2018.

that houses the church, 
watching in shock as acrid 
smoke rose in plumes. 
Speaking alongside junior

Nunez late Monday, Gallet 
noted that “two thirds of 
the roofing has been rav- 
aged.” He said firefighters 
would keep working over- 
night to cool down the 
building. 

Late Monday, signs 
pointed to the fire nearing 
an end as lights could be 
seen through the windows 
moving around the front of 
the cathedral, apparently 
investigators inspect- 
ing the scene. The city’s 
mayor, Anne Hidalgo, said 
the significant collection of 
art work and holy objects 
inside the church had been 
recovered. Remarkably, 
only one of the about 400 
firefighters who battled the 
blaze was injured, officials 
said. 

The fire came less than 
a week before Easter amid 
Holy Week commemo- 
rations. As the cathedral 
burned, Parisians gathered 
to pray and sing hymns 
outside the church of Saint 
Julien Les Pauvres across 
the river from Notre Dame 
while the flames lit the sky 
behind them. Paris Arch- 
bishop Michel Aupetit 
invited priests across 
France to ring church bells 
in a call for prayers. 

French President 
Emmanuel Macron was 
treating the fire as a 
national emergency, rush- 
ing to the scene and straight 
into meetings at the Paris 
police headquarters nearby. 
He pledged to rebuild the 
church and said he would 
seek international help to 
do so. 

“The worse has been 
avoided although the battle 
is not yet totally won,” the 
president said, adding that

he would launch a national 
funding campaign on Tues- 
day and call on the world’s 
“sreatest talents” to help 
rebuild the monument. 
Built in the 12th and 13th 
centuries, Notre Dame is the 
most famous of the Gothic 
cathedrals of the Middle 
Ages as well as one of the 
most beloved structures in 
the world. Situated on the 
Ile de la Cite, an island in 
the Seine river, its architec- 
ture is famous for, among 
other things, its many gar- 
goyles and its iconic flying 


buttresses. 

Among the most cele- 
brated artworks inside are its 
three stained-glass rose win- 
dows, placed high up on the 
west, north and south faces 
of the cathedral. Its price- 
less treasures also include a 
Catholic relic, the crown of 
thorns, which is only occa- 
sionally displayed, including 
on Fridays during Lent. 

French historian Camille 
Pascal told BFM broadcast 
channel the blaze marked 
“the destruction of invalu- 
able heritage.” 





“Tt’s been 800 years that 
the Cathedral watches over 
Paris,” Pascal said. “Happy 
and unfortunate events for 
centuries have been marked 
by the bells of Notre Dame.” 

He added: “Wecan be only 
horrified by what we see.” 

Reactions from around 
the world came swiftly 
including from the Vatican, 
which released a statement 
expressing shock and sad- 
ness for the “terrible fire that 
has devastated the Cathedral 
of Notre Dame, symbol of 
Christianity in France and 
in the world.” 

In Washington, Trump 
tweeted: “So horrible to 
watch the massive fire at 
Notre Dame Cathedral in 
Paris” and suggested first 
responders use “flying water 
tankers” to put it out. 

Cardinal Timothy Dolan, 
the archbishop of New 
York, said he was praying 
“to ask the intercession of 
Notre Dame, our Lady, for 
the Cathedral at the heart of 
Paris, and of civilization, now 
in flames! God preserve this 
splendid house of prayer, 
and protect those battling 
the blaze.”

Around world, 
‘our hearts ache’ 
at cathedral fire

The world reacted with 
shock and prayers to the 
massive fire at the Notre 
Dame Cathedral in Paris, 
united in grief and in soli- 
darity with the people of 
France. 

As the flames tore through 
the 12th-century cathe- 
dral, Spain's prime minister 
offered France the help of 
his country in the recovery. 

The fire is a "catastrophe 
for France, for Spain and 
for Europe," Spanish Prime 
Minister Pedro Sanchez 
tweeted Monday, adding 
that the flames are destroy- 
ing "850 years of history, 
architecture, painting and 
sculpture." 

French President Emman- 
uel Macron told reporters 
near the scene that he will 
seek international help, 
including from the "great - 
est talents" in the world, to 
rebuild Notre Dame. 

President Donald Trump, 
speaking at an appearance 
in Minnesota, spoke of the 
"terrible, terrible fire" that 
devastated "one of the great 
treasures of the world." 

"It's a part of our growing 
up, it's a part of our cul- 
ture, it's a part of our lives," 
Trump said of the landmark. 

The Notre Dame Cathe- 
dral, situated on an island 
in the Seine River in the 
heart of Paris, is one of the 
world's most visited tourist 
destinations, drawing some 
13 million people each year. 
The fire's emotional impact 
was widely felt. People from 
all over described in Face- 
book posts how they cried 
when they heard about the 
fire. 

Former President Barack 
Obama posted an old photo 
of himself, his wife Michelle 
and their two daughters 
lighting candles in the 
cathedral. 

"Notre Dame is one of the 
world's great treasures, and 
we're thinking of the people 
of France in your time of 
grief," Obama said on Twit- 
ter. Michelle Obama, who

was in Paris on Monday on 
a book tour, said "my heart 
aches with the people of 
France." 

"The majesty of Notre 
Dame — the history, art- 
istry, and spirituality — took 
our breath away, lifting us to 
a higher understanding of 
who we are and who we can 
be," she tweeted. She pre- 
dicted the cathedral would 
rise again. 

Japan's government early 
Tuesday expressed sym- 
pathy and said it would 
consider sending support 
to the French government. 
"Its damage is a loss to the 
world and our hearts ache," 
said Yoshihide Suga, the 
chief cabinet secretary. 

The Vatican said Pope 
Francis "has seen with shock 
and sadness the news of the 
terrible fire." 

As the flames spread, 
Cardinal Timothy Dolan, 
the archbishop of New 
York, prayed at St. Patrick's 
Cathedral in Manhattan for 
intercession. 

"God preserve this splen- 
did house of prayer, and 
protect those battling the 
blaze," Dolan said in a 
statement. 

Paris Mayor Anne Hidalgo 
said many works of art and 
holy objects inside the 
church had been saved, but 
the art world was distressed 
about what might have been 
lost. 

Barbara Drake Boehm, 
senior curator at the Met- 
ropolitan Museum of Art's 
medieval Cloisters branch 
in New York, was desolate 
about damage to the cathe- 
dral, which she called "one 
of the great monuments to 
the best of civilization." 

"Civilization is just so 
fragile," Boehm told a 
reporter in a trembling 
voice. "This great hulking 
monument of stone has been 
there since 1163. It's come 
through so many trials."

Zhang 
faces up to five years If con- 
victed. Prosecutors did back 
away from their previous 
contention that Zhang was 
carrying a computer thumb 
drive containing malware, 
saying further tests have 
put that in doubt. 


Storms leave 
deaths, damage 


Strong storms, including 
at least one tornado, swept 
through parts of the Mid- 
west and the Mid-Atlantic 
region, damaging homes 
and businesses and caus- 
ing injuries after storms 
in the South killed at least 
eight people. 

Storms that hit Ohio on 
Sunday and moved into 
New Jersey overnight into 
Monday brought heavy 
rains, lightning, strong 
winds and, in Ohio, at least 
one tornado. The storms 
followed worse conditions 
that had swept across the 
South , unleashing more 
than a dozen confirmed 
tornadoes and flooding, 
killing at least eight people, 
injuring dozens and flatten- 
ing much of a Texas town.

Heights was sentenced 
Monday. 

A Wayne County jury 
earlier found him guilty of 
first-degree murder and 
other charges in connec- 
tion with the February 2018 
fatal shooting in Taylor of 
60-year-old Keith Kitchen. 
Griffin declined to address 
the court. 

Authorities said Griffin 
had lost his job at the com- 
pany in November 2017.

Loughlin, Giannulli plead not guilty

BOSTON — “Full House” 
actress Lori Loughlin and 
her fashion designer hus- 
band, Mossimo Giannulli, 
pleaded not guilty Monday 
to charges that they paid 
$500,000 in bribes to get 
their daughters into the 
University of Southern 
California. 

The couple is among 50 
prominent parents, athletic 
coaches and others charged 
in a sweeping college admis - 
sions bribery scam that 
has embroiled elite school 
across the country, such as 
Stanford, Georgetown and 
Yale. 

Loughlin and Giannulli 
filed court documents 
Monday waiving their right 
to appear for an arraignment 
and entering not guilty pleas 
to the two charges against 
them. The judge granted 
their requests, meaning they 
will not have to show up at 
Boston’s federal court to be 
arraigned. 

Thirty-three wealthy

parents were charged last 
month in what authori- 
ties have called the biggest 
college admissions case 
ever prosecuted by the Jus- 
tice Department. They are 
accused of paying admis- 
sions consultant Rick Singer 
to rig standardized test 
scores and bribe college 
coaches and other insiders 
to get their children into 
selective schools. 

Loughlin and Giannulli are 
charged with paying bribes 
to have their daughters des - 
ignated as crew recruits to 


USC, even though neither of 


them is arower. Authorities 
say Loughlin and Giannulli 
helped create fake athletic 
profiles for the teens by 
sending Singer photos of 
their teens posing on rowing 
machines. 

After their older daugh- 
ter was admitted to USC, 
authorities say Giannulli, 
whose Mossimo clothing 
had long been a Target brand 
until recently, sent Singer an 
email with the subject line, 
“Trojan happiness,” thank- 
ing him for his “efforts and

Loughlin, who played 
Aunt Becky on the sitcom 
“Full House,” and Giannulli 
haven’t publicly addressed 
the allegations against them. 

Their daughter, Olivia 
Jade Giannulli — a social 
media star who has a popu- 
lar YouTube channel — was 


dropped from deals with 
cosmetics retailer Sephora 
and hair products company 
TRESemme after her par- 
ents’ arrest. 

Prosecutors last week 
added a money laundering 
conspiracy charge against 
Loughlin, Giannulli and 
more than a dozen other 


parents who are still fight - 
ing the case, increasing the 
pressure on them to plead 
guilty. Several other parents 
who were indicted alongside 
Loughlin and Giannulli have 
also filed court documents 
entering not guilty pleas. 

Each of the charges 
Loughlin and Giannulli 
faces call for up to 20 years 
in prison, although first- 
time offenders would get 
only a small fraction of that 
if convicted. 

Fellow actress Felicity 
Huffman, who starred in 
ABC’s “Desperate House- 
wives,” and 12 other parents 
announced last week that 
they have agreed to plead 
guilty to a single charge of 
conspiracy to commit mail 
fraud and honest services 
mail fraud. Huffman is 
scheduled to appear in Boston 
on May 21 to enter her plea. 

Prosecutors have said 
they will seek a prison sen- 
tence on the low end of 
four to 10 months for Huff- 
man, who was charged with 
paying $15,000 to boost her 
daughter’s SAT score. 


Unions urge Dems to focus on kitchen table economics

LAS VEGAS — Ardently 
liberal, pro-labor and anti- 
corporate cash, the field 
of Democrats running for 
president may look like a 
union activist’s dream. But 
some key labor leaders are 
starting to worry about the 
topics dominating the 2020 
conversation. 

The candidates are spend- 
ing too much time talking 
about esoteric issues like 
the Senate filibuster and the 
composition of the Supreme 
Court and not enough time 
speaking the language of 
workers, several union offi- 
cials said. Those ideas may 
excite progressive activ- 
ists, they said, but they risk 
alienating working-class 
voters. 

“They’ve got to pay 
attention to kitchen table 
economics,” said Ted Pap- 
pageorge, president of the 
Las Vegas Culinary Union 
that represents 60,000 
hotel and casino workers. 
“We don’t quite see that.” 

Terry McGowan, presi- 
dent of the International 
Union of Operating 
Engineers Local 139, in Wis- 
consin, said many of the 
issues driving the 2020 pri- 
mary so far are distractions. 

“The people that are into

politics, the people who 
like sideshows, they’re into 
that,” he said, citing the 
debates over reparations for 
slavery and immigration as 
examples. “The masses just 
want to feed their families.” 

The unease may be an 
early warning sign for 
Democrats, who watched 
as many white, working- 
class voters, including many 
union members in key Rust 
Belt states, chose Trump 
three years ago. Democrats 
are hoping to win back some 
of those voters next year, 


a challenge that is made 
harder, some argue, by 
labor’s struggle to build its 
membership and influence 
its rank and file. Demo- 
crats’ early messages may 
not help, some said. 

“You see where some of 
the party’s being driven. It’s 
no secret,” said Rusty McAI- 
lister, executive secretary of 
the Nevada AFL-CIO. 

McAllister pointed to 
“Medicare for all” — the 
health care proposal of 
choice for several candi- 
dates — as an example of 


Democrats’ not seizing on 
labor’s top priorities. Many 
unions already organized 
and fought for private health 
insurance for their mem- 
bers. “That’s not something 
that I think that labor is as 
much focused on as some 
of the progressives are,” 
McAllister said. 

Such concerns — 
which stretched from the 
progressive -minded orga- 
nizing halls of Nevada to 
the Rust Belt precincts 
— were typically focused 
on the conversation, not 


the candidates. The early 
2020 primary has included 
detours into debates over 
the Senate filibuster, the 
composition of the Supreme 
Court and breaking up tech- 
nology companies. 

Ken Broadbent, business 
manager of the Pittsburgh- 
based Steamfitters Local 
449, worried that Demo- 
crats are too focused on 
environmental plans like 
the Green New Deal, a blue- 
print for shifting the U.S. 
economy away from fossil 
fuels, and will neglect the 
importance of swing state 
Pennsylvania’s rich natural 
gas deposits in creating jobs. 

“Jobs is where we’ve got 
to keep things focused,” 
Broadbent said. 

To be sure, many union- 
ists are excited about the 
presidential field. Contend- 
ers include liberal stalwarts 
like Vermont Sen. Bernie 
Sanders, whose campaign 
became the first in U.S. 
history with a unionized 
workforce, and Massachu- 
setts Sen. Elizabeth Warren, 
who joined striking Stop & 
Shop workers on a picket 
line in New Hampshire 
on Friday. California Sen. 
Kamala Harris hired a top 
Service Employees Inter- 
national Union executive for 
her campaign and made her 
first proposal one to raise 
teacher’s pay.

vernal equinox can fall on 
one of three days, March19g, 
20 or 21.

Ilhan Omar says 
rump encourages 
violence and hate

WASHINGTON — Rep. 
Ilhan Omar says she’s faced 
increased death threats 
since President Donald 
Trump spread around a 
video that purports to show 
her being dismissive of the 
2001 terrorist attacks. “This 
is endangering lives,” she 
said, accusing Trump of 
fomenting right-wing 
extremism. “It has to stop.” 

Her statement late Sunday 
followed an announcement 
by House Speaker Nancy 
Pelosi that she has taken 
steps to ensure the safety 
of the Minnesota Demo- 
crat and the speaker’s call 
for Trump to take down the 
video. 

Soon after Pelosi’s state- 
ment, the video disappeared 
as a pinned tweet at the top 
of Trump’s Twitter feed, but 
it was not deleted. 

And Trump further esca- 
lated the standoff Monday 
morning, tweeting that, 
“Before Nancy, who has 
lost all control of Congress 
and is getting nothing done, 
decides to defend her leader, 
Rep. Omar, she should look 
at the anti-Semitic, anti- 
Israel and ungrateful U.S. 
HATE statements Omar has 
made”. 

“She is out of control, 
except for her control of 
Nancy!” Trump added. 

Pelosi was among Demo- 
crats who had criticized 
Trump over the tweet , with 
some accusing him of trying 
to incite violence against 
the Muslim lawmaker. An 
upstate New York man 
recently was charged with 
making death threats 
against her. 

White House press secre- 
tary Sarah Sanders defended 
Trump earlier Sunday, 
saying the president has a 
duty to highlight Omar’s 
history of making com- 
ments that others deem 
anti-Semitic or otherwise 
offensive and that he wished 
no “ill will” upon the first - 
term lawmaker. 

But Omar said that since 


Trump retweeted the video 
Friday night, she’s received 
many threats on her life that 
referred or replied to the 
posted video. 

“Violent crimes and 
other acts of hate by right- 
wing extremists and white 
nationalists are on the rise in 
this country and around the 
world,” she said. “We can 
no longer ignore that they 
are being encouraged by 
the occupant of the highest 
office in the land.” She said: 
“We are all Americans.” 

Earlier, Pelosi issued a 
statement while traveling 
in London saying she had 
spoken with congressional 
authorities “to ensure that 
Capitol Police are conduct- 
ing a security assessment to 
safeguard Congresswoman 
Omar, her family and her 
staff.” 

Pelosi said officials will 
continue to monitor and 
assess threats against Omar 
and called on Trump to dis- 
courage such behavior. 

“The President’s words 
weigh a ton, and his hateful 
and inflammatory rhetoric 
creates real danger,” Pelosi 
said. “President Trump 
must take down his dis- 
respectful and dangerous 
video.” 

The video in Trump’s 
tweet included a snip- 
pet from a recent speech 
Omar gave to the Council 
on American-Islamic Rela- 
tions, in which she described 
the Sept. 11, 2001, terrorist 
attack on the World Trade 
Center as “some people 
did something,” along with 
news footage of the hijacked 
airplanes hitting the Twin 
Towers. Trump captioned 
his tweet with: “WE WILL 
NEVER FORGET!” 

Critics accuse Omar of 
being flippant in describ- 
ing the perpetrators of the 
attacks that killed nearly 
3,000 people. She later 
sought to defend herself 
by tweeting a quote from 
President George W. Bush, 
in which the Republican 
president referred to the 
attackers as “people” just 
days after 9/11.

Warren 
lays plan 
for fossil 
fuel leases

WASHINGTON -— Eliza- 
beth Warren is vowing to 
prohibit new fossil fuel leas - 
ing on public lands if she’s 
elected president, one of 
several new energy propos- 
als she rolled out on Monday 
before a campaign swing in 
two Western states. 

Warren, 
a U.S. sen- 
ator from 
Massa- 
chusetts, 
already has 
launched 
more than 
a half-dozen new proposals 
since entering the Demo- 
cratic presidential primary 
, outpacing her many rivals 
in a calculated bid to lead 
2020’s ideas race. The latest 
addition to her policy agenda 
aims to reverse the sig- 
nificant climb in drilling on 
public lands under President 
Donald Trump while fleshing 
out her approach to climate 
change, a Key issue for her 
party’s liberal base. 

Besides an executive 
order barring new fossil fuel 
leases on public lands on 
shore and offshore, Warren 
said Monday that she would 
work toward boosting U.S. 
electricity generation from 
renewable sources off- 
shore or on public lands. 
Her plan also includes free 
entry to national parks, the 
reinstatement of Obama- 
era environmental policies 
Trump rolled back and the 
creation of a service pro- 
gram to help maintain public 
lands. 

“Any serious effort to 
address climate change 
must include public lands 
— fossil fuel extraction in 
these areas is responsible 
for nearly a quarter of all U.S. 
greenhouse gas emissions,” 
Warren wrote in a Monday 
blog post announcing her 
proposals. 

Warren is set to discuss 
the public lands policies this 
week during campaign stops 
in South Carolina, Colorado 
and Utah. 

Her proposals, particularly 
the bid to end new fossil fuel 
leasing on public lands, are 
likely to draw plaudits from 
environmental groups while 
running afoul of the oil and 
gas industry, which has 
benefited from millions of 
acres of public land offered 
for lease since Trump took 
office. Advocacy groups had 
urged then-President Barack 
Obama to halt new leases on 
federal land without success. 

However, the Trump 
administration’s plans for 
new offshore drilling have 
sparked legal challenges of 
their own, including one 
affecting tests on the Atlan- 
tic coast that’s backed by the 
Republican attorney general 
of South Carolina. 

Dan Naatz, senior vice 
president at the Indepen- 
dent Petroleum Association 
of America, warned that 
Warren’s proposal to end 
new fossil fuel leases on 
public lands “would damage 
our economy and negatively 
impact job growth in com- 
munities” nationwide. 

“The royalties, rental fees 
and bonus bid revenues” 
from leasing, Naatz said 
in a statement, “which are 
evenly split between the 
federal government and the 
states where the develop- 
ment occurred, play a vital 
role in the state and local 
economies of states and 
tribal communities.” 

Wartren’s bid for a dramatic 
increase in renewable elec- 
tricity generation on public 
land and offshore is a major 
turnabout from current 
policy. She acknowledged 
in her blog post that her goal 
is “nearly ten times what we 
are currently generating” but 
billed it as achievable.

R.I. gas prices 
jump 8 cents 


PROVIDENCE — Gaso- 
line prices in Rhode Island 
increased by eight cents 
over the last week week, 
AAA Northeast says. 

The average price of a 
gallon of regular unleaded 
gasoline is $2.639 at self- 
service pumps in the 
Ocean State, according 
to AAA's weekly survey. 
A year ago, Rhode Island 
drivers were paying 
$2.059. 

Rhode Island drivers 
are paying 20 cents less 
than the current national 
average of $2.839. In 
nearby Massachusetts, 
drivers are paying $2.619. 
Connecticut drivers are 
paying $2.839. 

“Spring gas prices 
continue to climb as the 
switchover to summer 
blend gasoline, which is 
more expensive to pro- 
duce, becomes more 
prevalent,” said Lloyd 
Albert, AAA Northeast 
senior vice president of 
public and government 
affairs. “Demand has sky- 
rocketed in the last few 
weeks, and while prices 
locally are significantly 
below the national aver- 
age, they are still up 21 
cents since the start of 
the year.” 

AAA's survey found 
a 40-cent range in 
prices, from a low of 
$2.499 to ahigh of $2.899. 

AAA found the follow- 
ing prices of other grades 
of gasoline or types of 
fuel: $2.909 for midgrade 
unleaded; $3.099 for 
premium unleaded and 
$3.099 for diesel.

Just relax, man 


Mainstream retailers 
embrace marjyuanas 


less taboo cousin

NEW YORK — It’s show- 
ing up in everything from 
skin creams to bath balms 
to dog treats — an elixir that 
can supposedly reduce anxi- 


ety and help you sleep. 


The ingredient? CBD, or 
cannabidiol, a compound 
derived from hemp and 
marijuana that doesn’t 


cause a high. 


Mainstream retailers are 
taking advantage of asudden 
boom in the industry even as 
CBD’s health benefits remain 
murky amid a patchwork of 
state and local laws. And the 
flood of products is only test- 
ing how federal regulators 


can police it. 


Retail sales of CBD con- 
sumer products in 2018 
were estimated to reach as 
much as $2 billion, accord- 
ing to Cowen & Co. By 
2025, that figure could hit 
$16 billion in retail sales, the 


investment firm predicts. 


Domestic diva Martha 
Stewart is working with 
Canada’s Canopy Growth 
Corp. to develop new CBD 
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products. And the nation’s 
largest mall owner Simon 
Property Group has hooked 
up with a cannabis goods 
maker to open roughly 100 
kiosks at its U.S. malls by 


mid-summer. 


Authentic Fitness is plan- 
ning to sell CBD foot creams, 
oils and soaps under the Nine 
West brand starting this fall. 
And CVS Health is beginning 
to sell CBD-infused creams, 
sprays, lotions and salves 
at more than 800 stores in 
seven states; drug store rivals 
Walgreens and Rite Aid are 
now following suit. 

Even high-end retailers 
are getting in on the action, 
charging anywhere from $12 
to $150 an ounce. Barneys 
New Yorkhas opened a shop 
in Beverly Hills, Califor- 
nia, that sells CBD-infused 
creams along with hand 
blown glass bongs and other 
accessories, while Neiman 
Marcus is now offering an 
array of CBD-infused beauty 
products from balms, lotions 
soaps and masks in five of its 


stores.

hard to navigate and compa- 
nies should take it slow. 
Indeed, some are doing 
just that. Walmart says it

situation. 

Meanwhile, online behe- 
moth Amazon is staying 
clear of the stuff. Spokes- 
woman Cecilia Fan says the 
company prohibits the sale

“We are a more anx- 
ious society and people are 
looking for cures,” said Kit 
Yarrow, a consumer psy- 
chologist and professor at 
Golden Gate University in 
San Francisco.

I get 
more done. I am in less

S&P falls 


to rare 
loss, hurt 


by banks

NEW YORK — U.S. 
stock indexes edged 
lower on Monday, pulled 
down by sinking bank 
stocks, and the S&P 500 
fell for just the third time 
in the last three weeks. 

Goldman Sachs 
recorded one of the larg- 
est losses in the S&P 500 
after describing a “muted 
start to the year,” even 
though its earnings for 
the first quarter still beat 
analysts’ expectations. 
Citigroup also slipped 
following its earnings 
report, as banks lead 
off a quarterly report- 
ing season that analysts 
expect to be the weakest 
in nearly three years. 

The S&P 500 lost 1.83 
points, or O.1 percent, 
to 2,905.58. The Dow 
Jones Industrial Average 
fell 27.53, or O.1 per- 
cent, to 26,384.77, and 
the Nasdag composite 
lost 8.15, or 0.1 percent, 
to 7,976.01. The Russell 
2000 index of small-cap 
stocks dropped 5.63, or 
0.4 percent, to 1,579.17. 

The S&P 500 neverthe- 
less remains within 0.9 
percent of its record fol- 
lowing its torrid start to 
the year, after the Federal 
Reserve said it may not 
raise interest rates at all 
in 2019. 

“T think we’re going to 
see equities continue to 
confound their critics and 
advance,” said Margie 
Patel, senior portfolio 
manager at Wells Fargo 
Asset Management. 

She expects growth 
for both the economy 
and corporate earn- 
ings to reaccelerate later 
this year, in large part 
because of the Federal 
Reserve’s pledge to hit 
pause on interest rate 
hikes. That follows seven 
increases in the last two 
years, including the last 
one in December, that 
raised worries about a 
possible recession and 
helped send the S&P 500 
to anearly 20 percent loss 
at one point. 

“Tf you look through 
history, recessions 
have been precipitated 
by the Federal Reserve 
tightening and caus- 
ing recessions — telling 
banks, ‘Don’t make 
loans’ and pulling out 
liquidity,” she said. “This 
time, they got right up to 
the brink, and when the 
market had that violent 
reaction in December, 
that made them rethink 
their approach.” 

Optimism has also 
grown that the U.S. and 
China can resolve their 
trade dispute. U.S. Trea- 
sury Secretary Steven 
Mnuchin said Saturday 
that the world’s two 
largest economies were 
moving closer to an 
agreement. 

Some of the market’s 
biggest losses Monday 
came from the financial 
sector. Lighter trading 
activity during the first 
three months of the year 
meant that Goldman 
Sachs’ revenue fell short 
of analysts’ estimates, 
and its shares lost 3.8 
percent. 

Like Goldman Sachs, 
Citigroup also reported 
stronger profit for the 
first three months than 
analysts expected. But its 
stock slipped 0.1 percent.

ast week, the Rhode 
| Island House put special 
interests and campaign 
contributors ahead of belea- 
guered taxpayers in voting 
62-9 to require communities to 
pay firefighters overtime well 
beyond federal standards. 

But that was not the only 
shocking assault on those who 
foot the bill for Rhode Island 
government. 

One day later, before an 
audience packed with labor 
lobbyists, the House Labor 
Committee voted 10-1 in favor 
of “evergreen” contracts for 
teachers and other municipal 
unions, which would allow 
contract provisions to out- 
last a contract, weakening 
the negotiating power of local 
communities. 

Once again, House members 
ignored the pleas of local offi- 
cials, who are already dealing 
with enormous financial bur- 
dens while hitting homeowners 
with some of the nation’s high- 
est property taxes. 

Journal Political Writer 
Katherine Gregg (“Evergreen 
contract bill for public unions 
clears House panel,” April 11) 
cited some of the concerns. 

Providence Mayor Jorge 
Elorza sent a letter, asking 
lawmakers: “Why would any 
group of employees come to the 
negotiating table when it is clear 
that they are expected to make 
concessions?” 

Johnston Mayor Joseph 
Polisena, in another letter, 
warned: “Automatic contract 
extension” would give public 
employee unions “no incentive 
to re-negotiate a contract if 
they are expected to make con- 
cessions on wages, health care 
or work conditions.” 

The Portsmouth Town Coun- 
cil sent a resolution opposing 
legislation that would place the 
town at a disadvantage during 
contract negotiations. 

Burrillville Town Manager 
Michael Wood recalled a pro- 
longed struggle over a teachers’ 
contract during an economic 
downturn, when cuts in state 
aid were “basically crushing our 
budgets and ability to pay for 
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contract proposals.” The teach- 
ers adopted a work-to-rule 
approach, “which is a hard-line 
union tactic that is used to try 
and force school committees 
(politically) to accept terms 

and conditions that they can’t 
afford. 

“Quite frankly, political 
benefits granted to the unions 
at the expense of Rhode Island 
taxpayers is, in my opinion, a 
terrible idea, especially at times 
when balancing budgets in dif- 
ficult economic circumstances 
is required.” 

On these pages (“Labor 
interests dig into your wallet,” 
Commentary, April 7), Brian 
Daniels, the executive direc- 
tor of the Rhode Island League 
of Cities and Towns, sounded 
a similar warning: “Without 
an expiration date to compel 
parties to negotiate, municipal 
officials will not be able to make 
realistic and needed changes — 
particularly in a recession when 
employees are better off keep- 
ing what they already have.” 

In 2017, Gov. Gina Raimondo 
bravely vetoed similar legisla- 
tion, explaining it would hurt 
the public’s position in contract 
negotiations and lock cities 
and towns “into contractural 
provisions they can no longer 
afford.” 

But, ominously, the teachers 
unions backed her reelection 
last November. Now she says 
she supports the legislation, 
claiming it has been fine-tuned 
to please municipal leaders. We 
see no evidence of that, given the 
heavy opposition to it. 

Here are the numbers to call 
to try to derail this effort: House 
Speaker Nicholas Mattiello, (401) 
222-2466; Senate President 
Dominick Ruggerio, (401) 222- 
6655; Governor Raimondo, (401) 
222-2080. 

But we warn you: State House 
leaders in this session seem to care 
little about the rising burden on 
taxpayers and the serious financial 
troubles of local cities and towns. 
Safely beyond last November’s 
election, they appear intent on 
shoveling taxpayer dollars into the 
maw of the special interests that 
helped put them in office.

Rich college students feast 
while poor go hungry 


The recent opening of a food 
pantry at the Community 
College of Rhode Island or its 
most-needy students — on the 
heels of The Providence Jour- 
nal’s exposé about exclusive, 
all-expenses-paid networking 
dinners for Brown University’s 
most privileged students — 
paints a stark and disturbing 
portrait of the vast inequali- 
ties among higher education 
students. 

The Journal reported that the 
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average family income at Brown 
is $204,900, with 19% of stu- 
dents coming from the top 1% 
of the income scale. Recently, 
Brown partnered with former 
trustee and textile executive 
Martin J. Granoff to invite its 
most privileged students to mix 
and mingle with well-connected 
alumni and trustees at Bacaro 
Restaurant in Providence. 

In sharp contrast, CCRI has 
just opened a food pantry to help 
address the basic human needs 
of its students — one in four of 
whom is food-insecure. Accord- 
ing to CCRI, food insecurity is 
even more severe for first -gen- 
eration students and students 
of color, with 57% of African- 
American students and 56% of 
first-generation college students 
reporting hunger. 

In our country, we like to 
believe that higher education 
is the great equalizer, open- 
ing doors to opportunity and 
advancement. But, as recent col- 
lege admissions scandals remind 
us, the children of the super-rich 
are born on third base while most 
others struggle just to get onto 
the field. 

If we are serious about level- 
ing the playing field, perhaps we 
can skip the next meal at Bacaro 
and lend a hand to those who 
are struggling against all odds 
to lift themselves up by their 
bootstraps.

It’s time to end student hunger 


ne in six Rhode Island kids 
() face hunger issues. That’s 
an alarming reality. 

As a parent, I know that my 
kids can’t be their best if they 
don’t start the day with a good 
breakfast. 

As an elementary school 
teacher years ago, I saw firsthand 
how hard it was for my students 
to focus — and to learn — when 
they hadn’t eaten breakfast, or 
when they didn’t know where 
their next meal was coming from. 

The data is clear: student 
hunger results in poor health and 
poor test scores. 

That’s why I support No 
Student Hungry, an initiative by 
my wife, Gov. Gina Raimondo, 
to ensure that no student from 
pre-K to college goes hungry at 
school. Right now, thousands of 
Rhode Island kids are missing out 
on free meals they are eligible to 
receive under federal law at no 
additional cost to the state. Only 
half of all students eligible for the 
federal free breakfast program 
receive a breakfast at school 
every day, and only about a quar- 
ter of schools eligible to serve 
universal free meals are doing so. 

That’s where No Student 
Hungry comes in. The pro- 
posal will increase student 
meals participation by requiring 


eligible schools to serve univer - 
sal breakfast and lunch — and 
serve breakfast after the school 
bell rings. While just over half 
of eligible students typically 
receive breakfast, schools that 
offer universal free breakfast 
and breakfast after the bell see 
participation rates of 70 percent. 
And we’ll support districts with 
implementation to make the 
transition as easy as possible. 

Several schools in Rhode Island 
are already leading the way. 
Thanks to widespread imple- 
mentation of the universal meals 
program and alternative break- 
fast options, Providence Public 
Schools now provide almost 
70% of their eligible students 
with a school breakfast every 
day. Last year, after launching a 
breakfast after the bell program, 
Waterman Elementary School 
in Cranston increased breakfast 
participation from 11% to 38% in 
just five months. 

Kids aren’t the only ones who 
stand to benefit from ending 
student hunger — our economy 
would also see a boost. If we’re 
able to increase participation in 
the school breakfast program 
alone from 50% to 70%, we'll 
receive nearly $3 million in addi- 
tional federal funds. Given that 
Rhode Island leads the nation in 


farm-to-school participation, 
a significant portion of that $3 
million would support our local 
food economy. 

Hunger doesn’t just affect 
students in K-12 schools, I’m 
afraid. Up to half of college 
students report being food 
insecure. Under federal rules, 
low-income students who would 
otherwise qualify for Supple- 
mental Nutrition Assistance 
Program benefits must work at 
least 20 hours a week to qualify, 
something that’s impossible for 
many. No Student Hungry will 
make it easier for low-income 
college students to qualify for 
these benefits by creating tar- 
geted work-study programs for 
eligible students. 

The bottom line is that if No 
Student Hungry passes, thou- 
sands of additional Rhode Island 
students will receive breakfast 
and lunch at no additional cost to 
the state. And struggling col- 
lege students will gain access to 
resources that will ensure they 
don’t go hungry while they’re 
studying for a degree. 

This issue is critical. But 
thankfully, it’s solvable. We owe 
it to our kids to get this done.

Romanchuk 1s first American 
wheelchair winner since 93

BOSTON — Daniel 
Romanchuk won the men’s 
wheelchair division at the 
New York City and Chicago 
marathons last fall by acom- 
bined two seconds. 

The 20-year-old Mary- 
land native dispensed with 
the drama on an overcast 
and humid Monday morn- 
ing, breaking away at Mile 
17 and going on to win the 
Boston Marathon by nearly 
three minutes. 

“T planned putting in a 
surge around there,” said 
Romanchuk, who was born 
with spina bifida, a birth 
defect that occurs when the 
spine and spinal cord don’t 
align properly. “I didn’t 
know what would come of 
it, but it ended up breaking 
the pack up.” 

It was a historic victory 
as Romanchuk became the 
first American to win here 
since 1993 and the youngest 
Boston champion. 

His time of 1 hour, 21 
minutes, 36 seconds is the 
fastest ever recorded by an 
American at Boston, which 
has had a wheelchair divi- 
sion since 1975. 

“Certainly a lot of big 
things that happened, but 
I’m still processing them 
right now and it’s going to 
take a while,” said Roman- 
chuk, who pocketed $25,000 
for his win.

Schar wins women’s 
race 


On the way to the start line 
in Hopkinton on Monday 
morning, it was raining 
heavily and Manuela Schar was 
concerned. 

“T think last year was still 
in our heads,” said Schar, 
recalling the cold, wet and 
windy conditions of 2018. 
“T had a bad experience last 
year.” 

Schar, who set a world 
record (1:28:17) in the wom- 
en’s wheelchair division here 
in 2017, did not finish last 
year’s race. 

By the time the wheel- 
chair races began at 9 
a.m. on Monday, the rain 
had subsided to mist, the

The Patriots offseason 
workout program started 
on Monday and there were a 
couple of notable absences. 

According to ESPN, 
quarterback Tom Brady and 
defensive end Michael Ben- 
nett were not in attendance 
at the voluntary session. 

Although it’s notewor- 
thy, it’s not surprising. 
Brady skipped the Patriots 
offseason workout program 
last year. He missed all of 
the organized team activi- 
ties (OTAs) and reported 
only for the team’s manda- 
tory three-day minicamp. 
Although there were some 
offensive hiccups in the 
early portion of the season, 
Brady and the Patriots still 
went on to win the Super 
Bowl. 

In Atlanta, prior to Super 
Bowl LIII, Brady was asked 
about not reporting to last 
offseason’s workouts. 

“T don’t think there’s a 
strong correlation,” Brady 
said. “Had I been a part of 
the offseason, this team 
would have fought just as 
hard. We have great leaders. 
Even when I wasn’t there, I 
was totally confident the 
team was doing everything 
that they needed to do.” 

Of course, this doesn’t 
mean Brady’s just sitting 
idly at home. Last week, 
he posted a short video on 
Instagram showing him 
putting on his helmet to 
throw passes outside. 

It is not unusual for Ben- 
nett to stay away from 
voluntary workouts. He 
lives in Hawaii during the 
offseason and stays there 
to be with his family. This 
will mark the defensive 
end’s first season with the 
Patriots. He had nine sacks 
with the Philadelphia Eagles 
last season. 

The Patriots are cur- 
rently in Phase 1 of the 
NFL’s voluntary offseason 
workout program. This 
first phase lasts two weeks

and activities are limited to 
strength and conditioning 
and physical rehabilitation. 

Phase Two, which lasts 
three weeks, involves on- 
field workouts and includes 
individual player instruc- 
tion and drills. The team 
practices but on a separate 
basis. That means no live 
contact or offensive vs. 
defense drills. 

Phase Three is where the 
fun starts. During that four- 
week period, teams hold 
10 days of OTAs. No live 
contact is permitted, but 
teams can hold offense vs. 
defense 11-on-11, 9-on-9 
and 7-on-7 drills. 

For the Patriots, OTAs 
start on May 20 and go 
through June 11. Along 
with the 10 OTA practices, 
the Patriots will also hold a 
three-day mandatory mini- 
camp June 4-6.

Drop in fastball 
velocity has been most 
concerning’ so far

The Boston Red Sox were 
supposed to contend with 
the New York Yankees for the 
American League East title 
this season. Instead, they are 
6-11 and limping into a series 
against the Yankees begin- 
ning on Tuesday. Chris Sale, 
the team’s ace, is at the heart 
of the matter, and if he doesn’t 
improve soon, the Red Sox will 
be playing catch-up all season. 

Saleis 0-3 witha9.00 ERA, 
his 13 earned runs in2019 more 
than a third of the 37 runs he 
allowed over 27 starts all of 
last year. He is striking out a 
career-low 13 percent of bat - 
ters faced and walking almost 7 
percent, his highest rate since 
2012 as amember of the Chi- 
cago White Sox. His swinging 
strike percentage (10.5 per- 
cent) is also at its lowest point 
since 2012, and hitters are 
making better contact against 
him than they have in the last 
four years, hitting the ball on 
the sweet spot of the bat once 
out of every 12 balls put in play. 

The most concerning stat 
for Sale, and the Red Sox, is 
his four-seam fastball veloc- 
ity, which has tumbled from an 
average of 95.6 mphin2018 to 
91.5 mph this season, the most 
noticeable dip occurring after 
suffering a shoulder injury late 
last season. The injury could be 


a lingering issue but that didn’t 
stop the team from inking the 
30-year-old to a five-year, 
$145-million contract exten- 
sion this winter. 

Regardless, the effec- 
tiveness of Sale’s fastball is 
nowhere near where it needs 
to be. Batters aren’t swing- 
ing as much on his fastball 
because Sale isn’t throwing it 
in the zone as often — down 
from 53 percent to 41 percent 
in just one season. The swing- 
ing strike rate on this pitch is 
also a paltry 1.3 percent. 

“The stuff, we know, 
wasn’t there,” Cora has told 
the Boston Herald. “I think 
the off-speed pitch is the one 
that, he’s not consistent with 
it. Everyone talks about the 
fastball, but for me, it’s the 
slider. It’s the best slider in 
the game, and right now it’s 
not that.” 

Sale’s slider, used against 
both right- and left-handed 
batters, has been acommand- 
ing pitch. From 2017 to 2018, 
batters hit just .181 against the 
pitch with 141 strikeouts over 
276 at-bats. This year, batters 
are hitting .217 against it with 
four strikeouts in 23 at-bats, 
illustrating it is still an effec- 
tive offering. And its decline is 
nowhere near the decline of his 
fastball. For example, his slider 
saved the team over two runs 
per 100 times thrown in 2018, 
which has dropped to break 
even in 2019. His fastball, 
on the other hand, saved the 
team nearly a run every 100 
times thrown last year but is 
now costing the Red Sox six 


runs per 100 times thrown in 
2019 — the worst rate among 
starting pitchers. 

The rest of the starting 
rotation also doesn’t appear 
to be able to pick up the slack. 
Entering Monday’s game, it 
has a combined 6.17 FIP — 
a team’s ERA over a given 
period of time if the pitcher 
were to have experienced 
league-average results on balls 
in play and league-average 
timing — second worst only 
to the Baltimore Orioles (6.41 
FIP) largely in part to allow- 
ing 28 moreruns to score than 
we would expect given the 
number of outs and men on 
base during each plate appear- 
ance, the most in the majors 
and eight more than the next 
worst rotation, the Chicago 
White Sox. 

Here’s the bottom line: Sale 
was projected to be the most 
valuable pitcher in the Ameri- 
can League this year (5.8 wins 
above replacement) and the 
second most valuable pitcher 
in the majors after New York 
Mets ace Jacob deGrom. One 
win may not sound like a lot 
but consider how tight the race 
is in the A.L. East. New York 
has a 57-percent chance to 
win the division with 95 wins, 
the Tampa Bay Rays have the 
next-best chance at 25 per- 
cent (91 wins) followed by 
Boston (18 percent, 89 wins). 
The Red Sox are now barely 
above a50/50 chance to make 
the playoffs, per FanGraphs. 
They were given a 90-percent 
chance to make the playoffs at 
the start of the season.

Carolina dominates 
In rare home win

RALEIGH, N.C. — Rookie 
forward Warren Foegele had 
two goals and an assist, Petr 
Mrazek earned his fourth 
career postseason shutout 
and the Carolina Hurricanes 
won their first home playoff 
game in a decade, routing the 
Washington Capitals, 5-0, on 
Monday night. 

Dougie Hamilton also 
scored two goals, Brock 
McGinn had a late goal and 
an assist and Jaccob Slavin 
had two assists as the rapid- 
fire Hurricanes outshot 
Washington, 45-18, to cut 
the defending Stanley Cup 
champions’ lead to 2-1in the 
best-of-seven Series. 

Playing with just 10 for- 
wards after losing two to 
injuries in the first period, 
Carolina effectively rolled 
with three lines the rest of the 
way and fed off an amped-up 
crowd releasing 10 years of 
pent-up frustration with 
every hit. 


Mrazek finished with 18 
saves in his fifth career play- 
off victory — the last four have 
been shutouts. 

Braden Holtby stopped 40 
shots for Washington, which 
had its six-game postseason 
winning streak snapped. The 
Capitals were shut out in the 
playoffs for the first time since 
2017. 

They won all four regular - 
season meetings with their 
longtime division rivals — 
first in the old Southeast, now 
in the Metropolitan — before 
winning the first two games of 
this series on home ice. 

The first postseason game 
in Raleigh since 2009 — 
when Carolina was swept 
by Pittsburgh in the East- 
ern Conference final — was 
a physical, borderline vio- 
lent affair, headlined by Alex 
Ovechkin’s first career playoff 
fight, one that sent Hurricanes 
rookie Andrei Svechnikov’s 
head crashing onto the ice and 
knocked him out of the game.

With the same 76ers fans 
Simmons put on blast for 
booing in the playoff opener 
now going wild in Game 2, 
Simmons cupped a hand to his 
right ear just like Allen Iver- 
son’s signature move to spur 
the cheers even louder.

He gradually grew stronger, 
returned to the PGA Tour in 
early 2018 and now has won 
his 15th major championship. 

“T can’t believe we’re 
witnessing this. I should 
be filming this,” said Ricky 
Fowler, one of several cur- 
rent stars Woods trains with 
near his Florida home. “It’s 
just cool to see him come 
back, fall in love with the 
game again, be healthy and 
be able to be out here and 
compete with us.”

after a car crashin 1949. 

The 38-year-old shock- 
ingly returned to win the 
U.S. Open 16 months later at 
Merion and went on to win 
six of his nine career majors 
after the accident. That’s a 
comeback. 

What is not debatable is 
Woods’ appeal and impact 
on his sport. Consider the 
reaction of his fellow com- 
petitors, young stars like 
Spieth and Fowler who grew 
up idolizing Woods and now 
face the daunting task of 
beating him. 

“Incredible,” said Brooks 
Koepka, 28, one of today’s 
young guns. “To be able to 
come back out here and have 
the Tiger of old back — as a 
fan, Ilove it. Ithink it’s awe- 
some. I’m glad he’s back. It’s 
probably one of the coolest 
things to be a part of. Even 
though you finished (in) 
second place, you’re a little 
bummed out, but I wouldn’t 
want it any other way. You 
want to play against the best 
to ever play. You want to go 
toe to toe with them, and I 
can leave saying I gave it my 
all. He’s just good, man. I 
don’t know what to say.” 

Just a few years ago, some 
players in Koepka’s genera- 
tion looked at a fallen Tiger 
and wondered what it would 
be like to compete against 
him. 

“The hell they would,” 
shot back David Duval, one 
of the players Woods rolled 
over in the 2000s. 

Anyone who didn’t see 
this coming wasn’t paying 
attention. In three of the 
most recent big golf events, 
Woods finished second in 
the PGA Championship last 
August, won the Tour Cham- 
pionship in September, and 
shot 6-under at the Players 
Championship in March to 
finish 30th. When he arrived 
at Augusta last week, Woods 
was healthy but hardly 
the favorite. However, he 
remained a favorite in the 
eyes of the greatest golfer of 
all time. Jack Nicklaus said on 
Sunday that if Woods could 
get healthy, his record of 18 
major championships would 
be in jeopardy. 

Up next is the PGA Cham - 
pionship in May at Bethpage 
on Long Island. The U.S. 
Open follows in June at 
Pebble Beach. Will anyone 
dare bet against Tiger? 

“T felt for a long time he 
was going to win again,” 
Nicklaus said. “You know, 
the next two majors are at 
Bethpage, where he’s won 
(the 2002 U.S. Open], and 
Pebble Beach, where he’s 
won [2000 U.S. Open]. So 
he’s got me shaking in my 
boots, guys.”

Proper entry manage- 
ment may be crucial. 

Today’s declarer gave his 
game a Straightforward play. 
He took the top spades, ruffed 
his last spade in dummy, 
cashed the king of trumps and 
finessed with the jack. West 
won and exited with a trump. 
South next led a diamond to 
dummy’s ace and back to his 
queen. He lost two diamonds 


and a club. Down one. 

South does best to set up 
dummy’s clubs but must time 
the use of his entries. He wins 
the first spade with the king 
and leads the king of clubs. Say 
East wins and leads the jack 
of diamonds: three, six, ace. 
South then takes the queen of 
clubs and A-K of trumps and 
ruffs a club. He goes to the ace 
of spades and ruffs a club. (To 
overruff won’t help West.)

San Francisco eyes charge to 
drive its famed Lombard Street

SAN FRANCISCO — Thousands 
of tourists could soon have to pay as 
much as $10 to drive down world- 
famous Lombard Street in San 
Francisco. 

City and state officials on Monday 
announced a bill that would give San 
Francisco the authority to establish 
a toll and reservation system for the 
street that winds down a steep hill, in 
an effort to reduce crowds and traffic 
congestion. 

“We must implement a system that 
enables both residents and visitors 
to enjoy the ‘Crookedest Street in 
the World,’” said Assemblyman Phil 
Ting, aSan Francisco Democrat who 
authored the legislation. 

Residents say the scenic thorough- 
fare feels more like an overcrowded 
amusement park than a neighborhood 
street. They have been calling for years 
for officials to address the traffic jams, 
trash and trespassing by visitors. 

In the summer months, an estimated 
6,000 people a day visit the 600-foot- 
long (183-meter) street, creating lines 
of cars that stretch for blocks, clogging 
the Russian Hill neighborhood. 

“The cars really impact the 


neighborhood because they line up, 
they back up, they are sitting idling,” 
said Greg Brundage, president of 
the Lombard Hill Improvement 
Association. 

San Francisco transportation offi- 
cials have proposed requiring visitors 
to make areservation online and pay $5 
for each vehicle. Another plan calls for 
online reservations and a $10 charge 
on weekends and holidays. 

The city needs state approval to 
charge people to use a public road but 
it would be up to city officials to deter - 
mine how and what to charge and how 
to use the funds. The new toll system 
is not expected to be in place before 
2020, officials said. 

Supervisor Catherine Stefani said 
the fee would help sustain the reser- 
vations system and help pay for more 
traffic control officers, more police 
patrols in the area and tourism ambas- 
sadors who would make sure visitors 
have a good experience. 

“Tt’s a pilot program but it’s some- 
thing we must try to address the traffic 
congestion,” Stefani said. 

Vida Bhatt, a tourist from Mel- 
bourne, Australia, said she and her 
family drove down the crooked street, 
parked their car, then decided to go 
back and explore the thoroughfare on

foot. 

“Tt’s so beautiful! I haven’t seen 
anything like this anywhere else in the 
world,” Bhatt said. 

Bhatt said she would happily pay to 
have the experience of driving down 
Lombard Street. 

“This is one of the top attractions in 
San Francisco and I’m coming from so 
far in the world, I would pay and make 
sure I got to see it,” she said. 

Residents built the hairpin turns on 
the red brick road in 1922 because its 
27- degree grade was too steep for the 
era’s cars to climb. Neighbors added 
lush gardens filled with hydrangeas 
and roses 30 years later. 

The sweeping views and the fact 
that a cable car stops at the top of the 
street contributed to its popularity. 
Its worldwide fame only increased 
after it was featured in movies and 
commercials. 

Brundage, who has lived on the 
street for 22 years, said dealing with 
the traffic jams is half the problem. He 
also would like to see something done 
about the buses that drop off tourists 
but is glad to see some progress on 
addressing the situation. 

“This is a pilot program but we’re 
really excited this day has come,” he 
said. 


Cortez calls social media a ‘public health risk’

Rep. Alexandria Ocasio- 
Cortez, whose mastery of 
social media has helped drive 
the national conversation and 
shed light on the inner work- 
ings of congressional power, 
has given up on the most 
popular social network in the 
world. 

In an interview Sunday 
with the Yahoo News pod- 
cast “Skullduggery,” the New 
York Democrat said she sus- 
pended her personal Facebook 
account and was scaling back 


on all social media, which she 
described as a “public health 
risk” because it can lead to 
“increased isolation, depres- 
sion, anxiety, addiction, 
escapism.” 

Ocasio-Cortez, 29, who 
burst onto the national stage 
after defeating a high-ranking 
incumbent, said her departure 
from Facebook was a “big 
deal” because the platform 
was crucial to her campaign. 
She still has accounts on the 
site, she said, and according to 
the company’s ad library, her 
Facebook account has dozens 
of active advertisements 


sponsored by Alexandria 
Ocasio-Cortez for Congress. 
Among the Facebook ads are 
calls to support her signa- 
ture Green New Deal, and 
fundraising pleas to support 
progressive legislation and 
to counteract a super PAC 
aligned against her. 

“The congresswoman’s 
words speak for themselves,” 
said Corbin Trent, a spokKes- 
man for Ocasio-Cortez. 

Ocasio-Cortez joins other 
prominent users who have 
given up on the social net- 
work, including WhatsApp 
co-founder Brian Acton, who 


sold his company to Facebook 
in2014, and Apple co-founder 
Steve Wozniak. Both tech- 
nologists parted ways with 
the social network amid a user 
boycott and as the company 
faced a congressional inquiry 
over the Cambridge Analyt- 
ica controversy, when it was 
revealed that the political 
firm had improperly obtained 
personal information from 
millions of Facebook users. 

Ocasio-Cortez’s disen- 
gagement from Facebook also 
tracks broad trends in social 
media use among young 
people.

Police: Wisconsin teen 
gunned down grandparents 


A 17-year-old told inves- 
tigators that he fatally shot 
his grandparents and was 
planning to cause harm at 
his eastern Wisconsin high 
school, police said Monday. 

Police officers respond- 
ing to a 911 call for 
assistance found the bodies 
of 74-year-old Dennis 
Kraus and 73-year-old 
Letha Kraus at their home 
in Grand Chute about 11:30 
a.m. Sunday, Officer Travis 
Waas said. He declined to 
release details of the call. 

Police arrested their 
grandson, Alexander M. 
Kraus at the couple’s home, 
Waas said. Kraus, who 
lives in nearby Neenah, 
admitted that he shot the 
couple, Waas said. Waus 
declined to comment on the 
nature of Kraus’ plans at his 
school or the severity of the 
threat. Police also released 
no information on why the 
couple was shot.

Video: Officers shoot man 
after telling him to drop gun 


Police video released

California police fatally shoot 
man wielding ‘large stick’ 


Officials say a Northern 
California police officer 
shot and killed a man who 
was threatening to strike 
officers with a large stick. 

Red Bluff Police Chief 
Kyle Sanders said in a 
statement that after offi- 
cers encountered the man 
on a street he repeatedly 
refused to obey orders to 
drop the stick and walked 
away from them during the 
confrontation shortly after 
midnight Sunday. Police 
did not describe details 
about the stick. 

Officers first used a stun 
gun and a bean bag shot at 
the man to try to get him 
to comply but those efforts 
didn’t work, Sanders said.

The world reacted with shock, 
horror and prayers to the massive fire 
Monday at the Notre Dame Cathedral 
in Paris, united in grief and in solidar- 
ity with the people of France. 

As the flames tore through the 12th- 
century cathedral, Spain’s prime 
minister offered France the help of 
his country in the recovery. 

The fire is a “catastrophe for 
France, for Spain and for Europe,” 
Spanish Prime Minister Pedro San- 
chez tweeted, adding that the flames 
are destroying “850 years of history, 
architecture, painting and sculpture.” 

U.S. President Donald Trump, 
speaking at the start of an appearance 
in Minnesota, spoke of the “terrible, 
terrible fire” that was destroying “one 
of the great treasures of the world.” 

“Tt’s a part of our growing up, it’s 
a part of our culture, it’s a part of our 
lives,” Trump said of the landmark.

The Notre Dame Cathedral, situated 
on an island in the Seine River in the 
heart of Paris, is one of the most vis- 
ited tourist destinations in the world, 
drawing some 13 million people each 
year.

People from many parts of 
the world described in Facebook posts 
how they cried when they heard about 
the fire. 

Former U.S. President Barack 
Obama posted an old photo of himself, 
his wife and their two daughters light - 
ing candles in the cathedral. 

“Notre Dame is one of the world’s 
great treasures, and we’re thinking of 
the people of France in your time of 
grief,” Obama said on Twitter. 

The Vatican said Pope Francis “has 
seen with shock and sadness the news 
of the terrible fire that has devastated 
the Cathedral of Notre Dame, symbol 
of Christianity in France and in the 
world.” 

Cardinal Timothy Dolan, the arch- 
bishop of New York, prayed at St. 


Patrick’s Cathedral in Manhattan for 
intercession. 

“God preserve this splendid house 
of prayer, and protect those battling 
the blaze,” Dolan said in a statement. 

U.N. Secretary-General Antonio 
Guterres tweeted that he’s “horri- 
fied,” calling the cathedral “a unique 
example of world heritage.” 

In Russia, the Russian Orthodox 
Church’s secretary for inter-Christian 
relations Hieromonk Stefan called the 
fire “a tragedy for the entire Christian 
world and for all who appreciate the 
cultural significance of this temple,” 
the state news agency RIA-Novosti 
reported: 

On Twitter, Trump suggested using 
planes to drop water on the flames. 
France’s Civil Security agency said 
that wasn’t feasible. 

“All means are being used, except 
for water -bombing aircrafts which, 
if used, could lead to the collapse of 
the entire structure of the cathedral,” 
the agency tweeted.

Sudan’s protesters voice 
optimism after talks with army 


Sudanese protesters on 
Monday welcomed the 
“positive steps” taken by 
the ruling military coun- 
cil, which held talks with 
opposition leaders over the 
weekend and released some 
political prisoners. 

The praise came despite 
a brief incident earlier 
Monday in which activ- 
ists said soldiers attempted 
to disperse the ongoing 
protest sit-in outside the 
military headquarters in 
the capital, Khartoum, but 
eventually backed off. 

Last week, Sudan’s 
military ousted longtime 
President Omar al-Bashir 
following four months of 
street protests against his 
rule, then appointed a mili- 
tary council that it says will 
rule for two years or less 
while elections are orga- 
nized. Demonstrators fear 
that the army, dominated 
by al-Bashir appointees, 
will cling to power or select 
one of its own to succeed 
him.

UN says 146 killed in Libya as 
Italy calls for cease-fire 


At least 146 people have 
been killed since a Libyan 
military commander 
launched an offensive 
on the capital earlier this 
month, the U.N. said 
Monday, as Italy called for 
an immediate cease-fire 
and the withdrawal of his 
forces. 

The World Health Orga- 
nization said 614 others 
have been wounded since 
the Field Marshal Khalifa 
Hifter’s self-styled Libyan 
National Army launched its 
offensive on April 5. It did 
not specify whether those 
killed and wounded were 
civilians or fighters. 

The fighting pits the LNA 
against rival militias loosely 
affiliated with a weak 
U.N.-backed government 
based in the capital, 
Tripoli.

Canada hits Venezuelan 
government with sanctions 


Canada on Monday 
imposed more sanctions on 
the government of Ven- 
ezuelan President Nicolas 
Maduro, who it blames for 
the country’s deteriorat- 
ing political and economic 
situation. 

Foreign Minister Chrys- 
tia Freeland announced 
sanctions against 43 
high-ranking Venezuelan 
officials, including regional 
governors, and said they 
were implicated in the 
undermining of democratic 
institutions. 

Canada had already 
sanctioned 70 other 
people linked to Maduro’s 
government.

Clandestine burial sites found 
as violence surges in Mexico 


Mexican officials con- 
firmed the discovery of 
up to 30 bodies in clan- 
destine burial sites over 
the same weekend that 
they said some Red Cross 
ambulances will get armed 
escorts for the most risky 
calls. 

On Saturday, the Sonora 
state prosecutor’s office 
said in a statement it had 
sent forensics experts into 
the field to accompany a 
volunteer search group that 
helped discover what was 
estimated to be 27 sets of 
human remains.

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of Thrones, maybe back to a prequel

LOS ANGELES — When the last 
drop — or gallon — of blood is shed 
and an exultant victor has ascended to 
the Iron Throne, viewers may be split 
over how HBO’s fantasy saga ended 
but they’ll be joined in deprivation. 

“What do you do without ‘Game of 
Thrones?’” will be the lament heard 
after the May 19 finale, said media 
industry analyst Larry Gerbrandt. The 
question is even more critical to the 
pay-cable channel, which soared on 
dragon’s wings with its hugely popu- 
lar, eight-season adaptation of George 
R.R. Martin’s novels. 

Keeping subscribers on board 
means more than another hit, even 
one as globally dazzling as “Game of 
Thrones” proved to be. But it’s where 
HBO can start to protect its brand and 
position, observers say, an effort both 
demanded and compounded by an 
increasingly congested small-screen 
landscape and the expectations of the 
channel’s corporate owner since 2016, 
AT&T. 

“T think they need a prestige show on 
this level to remain HBO,” Bill Carter, 
a media analyst for CNN and former 
reporter for The New York Times. But 
“more than ever, it’s really hard to find 
a hit show and to break through in this 
marketplace.” 

Sunday’s season premiere under - 
scored the point, with “Game of 
Thrones” drawing a series-high record 
of 17.4 million viewers on TV and 
streaming . It set a streaming record 
for HBO and reinforced its standing 
as one of television’s most popular 


shows. 

The channel is well into the hunt for 
a worthy successor, with one possi- 
bility an untitled prequel to “Game 
of Thrones” created by Martin and 
Jane Goldman and starring Naomi 
Watts. Set to begin shooting a pilot 
in June, it’s among several potential 
“Thrones” spinoffs being weighed, 
with discussions at HBO about “how 
many is too many,” said programming 
chief Casey Bloys. 

“We have high hopes” for the pilot, 
he said. “But I want to be clear, nobody 
is going into this thinking that we’re 
going to do a prequel and all of a 
sudden everybody who automatically 
watched ‘Game of Thrones’ is going to 
watch this. ... It’ll have a different feel 
and different rhythm. We’re not trying 
to do the same show again.” 

That begs the question of what more 
HBO has to offer, he said. During a 
period in which “Game of Thrones” 
was off the air for scheduling reasons, 
series including “Westworld,” ‘Sharp 
Objects” and “Barry” proved strong 
draws, Bloys said. 

“T’mnot going to argue that we won’t 
miss ‘Game of Thrones.’ It’s been a 
fantastic show for us, but life does 
go on,” he said. He points to a deep 
bench of returnees, including Nicole 
Kidman and Reese Witherspoon’s “Big 
Little Lies,” and newcomers including 
the graphic novel-based “Watch- 
men” from “Lost” producer Damon 
Lindelof. One marquee series that’s 
also in its final season: the much- 
admired comedy “Veep,” with Julia 
Louis- Dreyfus. 

HBO, which launched in 1972 and 
whose cachet has long justified the 


boastful slogan, “It’s not TV. It’s 
HBO,” has reached this crossroads 
before. At the turn of the century, 
pop-culture sensations “The Sopra- 
nos” and “Sex and the City” boosted 
the channel’s visibility and subscrib- 
ers and made it a serious player for 
prestige awards — including cable’s 
first-ever Emmys for best drama 
and comedy series. After the shows 
wrapped, the channel moved nimbly 
on with audience-pleasers including 
“Six Feet Under” and “True Blood.” 

But that was then, and this is the 
time of streaming — or, in shorthand, 
Netflix, along with a growing host of 
others including Amazon and Hulu 
— and a shoulder-bumping rush for 
stars and showmakers to churn out 
more and more fare for outlets already 
awash in programming. 

HBO, no longer a singular alterna- 
tive to staid broadcast networks, also 
got new corporate ownership when 
AT&T bought its parent company, 
Time Warner. HBO recently saw the 
exit of its chief executive, Richard 
Plepler, who had been with the chan- 
nel for nearly 30 years and guided it to 
“Game of Thrones” glory. 

With AT&T’s resources, HBO has 
stepped up production and will see a 
50% increase in the number of original 
program hours this year, Bloys said, 
arguing that volume doesn’t pre- 
clude high quality: “There’s nothing 
in 2019 that we’re putting on the air 
because we’re trying to hit an hour 
count. ... We haven’t lowered any of 
our standards to reach a certain level 
of programming” and there is no 
pressure to do otherwise from War- 
nerMedia CEO John Stankey, he said. 


UK proposes banning social media ‘likes’ for children

LONDON -— Britain’s privacy 
regulator wants to stop kids from 
being able to “like” posts on Face- 
book and other social media sites 
as part of tough newrules it’s pro- 
posing to protect children’s online 
privacy. 

Under the draft rules, which 
were released for consultation on 
Monday , tech companies would 
not be allowed to use “nudge 
techniques” that encourage 


children to Keep using a site. 

The Information Commis- 
sioner’s Office said examples of 
“reward loops” that keep people 
using a site so that more of their 
personal data can be harvested 
include “likes” on Facebook and 
Instagram or “streaks” on Snap- 
chat. A Snapchat streak involves 
two friends sending each other 
direct “snaps” on consecutive 
days. 

The code of practice includes 
16 standards that must be met 


by apps, connected toys, social 
media sites, search engines, 
news or educational websites 
and streaming or other online 
services. It applies to companies 
that offer services in the U.K., 
even if they are based outside the 
country. 

The code also calls for “high 
privacy” settings to be on by 
default and “robust age-verifi- 
cation mechanisms.” Only the 
minimum amount of data should 
be collected and location tracking 


should be disabled by default. 

Violators face punishment 
including, in serious cases, fines 
worth 4 percent of a company’s 
global revenue, which for the 
Silicon Valley tech giants would 
equal billions of dollars. 

“This is the connected gen- 
eration. The internet and all 
its wonders are hardwired into 
their everyday lives,” Informa- 
tion Commissioner Elizabeth 
Denham said in a statement. 
“We shouldn’t have to prevent 


our children from being able to 
use it, but we must demand that 
they are protected when they do. 
This code does that.” 

Regulators worldwide are 
stepping up oversight of inter- 
net companies amid growing 
concern about privacy breaches 
and other online harm. The 
European Union introduced 
sweeping new privacy rules 
last year while in the U.S., 
momentum is building for a 
national privacy law.

How the alt-right corrupts the Constitution

About 10 years ago, I spent a sab- 
batical on the Maine coast writing a 
book about the Constitution. 

One afternoon, an eager reference 
librarian who knew about my inter- 
ests invited me to a talk at the library. 
The featured speaker was a woman 
who proudly called herself a “Con- 
stitutional Patriot.” 

The speaker was self-educated and 
her message was simple: Liberal elites 
— judges, politicians and academics 
— had perverted the meaning of the 
“True Constitution.” 

Getting the Constitution “right,” 
in her view and in the view of a great 
many far-right conservative groups 
and organizations, all of them con- 
stitutional patriots of a sort, means 
understanding the Constitution as 
the Founders understood it. 

Getting the Constitution “right” 
thus means returning the Constitu- 
tion to its original meaning. It also 
means that the Constitution, as 
they read it, advances a particular 
and deeply conservative worldview, 
where “We the People” includes only 
those citizens who would have quali- 
fied for citizenship at the founding 
(which is to say, whites), a strong 
commitment to states’ rights and 
extensive — if not absolute — protec- 
tions for freedom of speech and guns. 

It is a view that many in the alt- 
right share. 


Christian, conservative 
and white 


Most observers think the alt-right 
are conservative extremists, defined 
chiefly by their loud and proud com- 
mitment to white racial superiority 
and privilege. 

But there’s much more to the 
alt-right. 

I’m a constitutional scholar and 
in my latest book, “Fracturing the 
Founding: How the Alt-Right Cor- 
rupts the Constitution,” I show how 
the alt-right and a wide variety of 
extremist organizations advance a 
comprehensive -— if not entirely com- 
prehensible - vision of the American 
Constitution. 

What I call the Alt-constitution 
is an odd mix of the forgotten, the 
rejected, the racist and the bizarre. 

It begins with the claim that the 
Constitution was not only divinely 
inspired, it is also Christian, conser- 
vative and white. 

The Alt-constitution — in sharp 
distinction from the real Constitution 


— tolerates no restrictions on speech, 
guns or private property, does not 
concede that federal laws trump 
state and local law — although the 
supremacy clause of Article 6 of the 
Constitution clearly indicates other - 
wise — and incorporates the principle 
of separate but equal. 

For the far right, the meaning of 
every provision in the Constitution 
is plain or discerned easily by appeal- 
ing to what the Founders intended. 
Or failing that, to Holy Scripture. 


Guns and speech 


Extreme right-wing thinking about 
the Constitution is not limited to 
radical readings of just a few isolated 
amendments. Rather, it extends to 
nearly every part of the document. 
But you can get a good feel for the 
Alt-constitution by focusing upon 
just a few provisions, such as the 
First, Second and 14th amendments 
— and on the alt-right subgroups that 
focus on them. 

The far right’s reading of the First 
and Second amendments — which 
govern free speech and the right to 
bear arms, respectively — starts from 
a simple premise: Both amendments 
are literal and absolute. 

The far right holds that the First 
Amendment allows them to say any- 
thing, anytime, anywhere, to anyone, 
without consequence or reproach by 
government or even by other citizens 
who disagree or take offense at their 
speech. 

Similarly, the alt-right gun 
advocates hold that the Second 
Amendment protects their God- 
given right to own a weapon — any 
weapon — and that governmen- 
tal efforts to deny, restrict or even 
to register their weapons must be 
unconstitutional. They think the 
Second Amendment trumps every 
other provision in the Constitution. 

In sharp contrast, even the 
Supreme Court’s originalists, who 
believe that the Constitution’s mean- 
ing should be the one it had when 
it became law, have rejected this 
absolutism. 

In both DC v. Heller, a2008 ruling 
that concluded that the Second 
Amendment does protect an indi- 
vidual right to own certain kinds 
of weapons, and McDonald v. City 
of Chicago, which made that right 
applicable to state governments, 
the court conceded that the Second 
Amendment does not, as conser- 
vative icon Justice Antonin Scalia 
wrote, protect a “right to keep and 


carry any weapon whatsoever in any 
manner whatsoever and for whatever 
purpose.” 

The Sheriff’s Brigade of Pennsyl- 
vania — “a law abiding grassroots 
organization comprised of patriotic, 
freedom loving Americans” and defi- 
nitely not “to be construed as being a 
militia group, a para-military group” 
— disagrees. 

On their website, they say that 
“Justice Scaliais wrong ... We all have 
a God given, individual right to bear 
arms, any arms!” 


Citizenship and due process 


The absolutism of the Alt-consti- 
tutionalist’s perceptions of the First 
and Second amendments has little to 
do with the real Constitution. But at 
least it is easy to grasp. 

The Alt-14th amendment, in con- 
trast, is a muddle. 

Briefly, the 14th Amendment is the 
cornerstone of the three Reconstruc- 
tion Amendments passed after the 
Civil War. It overruled the infamous 
Dred Scott case by making African 
Americans — and every person born 
in the United States — a citizen. 

The amendment also guarantees 
due process of law and equal protec- 
tion of the laws to every person in the 
jurisdiction of the United States. 

And as interpreted by the Supreme 
Court, the 14th Amendment’s due 
process clause makes most of the 
provisions of the Bill of Rights appli- 
cable to state governments. 

But in some right-wing circles, 
the 14th Amendment is illegitimate, 
as are many of the later amendments 
not drafted by the Founders. Not 
only is the 14th Amendment uncon- 
stitutional, it is also at the heart of a 
nefarious plot to deprive white citi- 
zens of their constitutional rights. 

For some in these circles, the 
14th Amendment also fundamen- 
tally degrades what it means to be a 
citizen. 

Sovereign Citizens, for example, 
see in the 14th Amendment a con- 
spiracy to deprive them of their 
inalienable rights and to swap out 
their “sovereign” citizenship with an 
inferior “federal” or “contract” citi- 
zenship. As sovereign citizens, they 
believe they are not subject to fed- 
eral laws that they think violate the 
original meaning of the Constitution. 


Constitution boot camps 


The most important thing any 
constitution does is to determine 


our identity — to tell us who “We 
the People” are and what we believe. 

This understanding of the role of a 
constitution leads directly to why the 
radical right believes its version of the 
constitution is so important: They 
use the Alt-constitution as a tool 
in their ongoing struggle to remake 
America in their image. 

Getting the Constitution “right” 
thus includes a concerted effort to 
teach citizens that the Constitution 
embraces the extreme right’s conser- 
vative world view. 

Just as Evangelicals parse “The 
Word” in Bible clubs, constitutional 
patriots form study groups and give 
lectures at local libraries and other 
civic places. They produce and pur- 
chase instructional materials to teach 
each other and their children funda- 
mental constitutional truths — true 
or not. 

There are constitution classes, 
complete with approved texts — W. 
Cleon Skousen’s “The Five Thou- 
sand Year Leap” is a favorite. There 
are online courses: David Barton’s 
Constitution ALIVE! “covers the key 
principles that make the U.S. Consti- 
tution the most remarkable political 
document of all time.” And there are 
even constitution “boot camps.” 

I believe that what goes on in 
these courses is less education than 
evangelizing. In the radical right, 
constitution worship is an article of 
faith. As David Barton proclaims in 
his “Constitution Alive!” course, the 
Constitution “is the most remarkable 
political document of all time.” 

Or as Ronald Mann wrote in his 
introduction to Skousen’s “The Five 
Thousand Year Leap,” the choice 
for the Founders at Philadelphia was 
between “Christ or chaos.” 

Yet constitution worship does not 
encourage (or even tolerate) critical 
thinking about the Founders or their 
work. Nor does it make room for any 
inquiry into where they might have 
got things wrong or where or how the 
Constitution may need fixing. 

I believe the Alt-constitution 
threatens the values, norms and prin- 
ciples that make up our constitutional 
tradition. 

The threat is not confined to the 
fringe elements of conservative 
politics. The Alt-constitution’s 
principles have shown up in the 
mainstream right’s renewed inter- 
est in states’ rights, sometimes 
expressed in ideas like nullification 
— the proposition that states can dis- 
regard federal laws — or even secede 
from the Union.

Manning goes deep 





Former QB great looks at NFLs storied history

NEW YORK -— Just as he had the 
true touch when he threw passes, 
set records and won two Super 
Bowls, Peyton Manning has the right 
approach when looking at some of the 
NFL’s greatest moments. 

ESPN, NFL Films and the league 
itself clearly felt that way. 

Manning, alock for the Pro Football 
Hall of Fame when he becomes eligi- 
ble in 2021, is hosting and serving as 
an executive producer for “Peyton’s 
Places,” a five-part, 30-episode series 
celebrating the NFL’s 100th season. 
The show debuts on ESPN+ in July, 
with ESPN and ABC airing special 
compilations. 

For the quarterback, it was a labor 
of love, a journey into pro football’s 
past that was educational, humorous 
and heartfelt. 

“NFL Films has been great through- 
out this and they approached me about 
doing it to tell the story of the past 100 
years,” Manning says. “They certainly 
had a template and blueprint they 
wanted to tell, and we had certain 
people we wanted to talk to and visit 
and have conversations about how 
football got started.” 

So Manning dived all the way back 
to Ralph Hay’s Hupmobile showroom 
in Canton, Ohio. He spent time with 
members of the undefeated 1972 Dol- 
phins; rewatched Super Bowl 3 with 
Joe Namath; discussed the Immaculate 
Reception with Steelers and Raiders 
to get the Pittsburgh and Oakland 
viewpoints; and discovered intrigu- 
ing connections to the NFL for Richard 
Nixon, Jay Leno and Elvis. 

“We got to go down memory lane,” 
Manning says. “I have always loved 
the history of the game and I have 
learned a lot during this journey, and 
spent some time with some of my 


favorite players and contemporaries 
of my dad (former Saints star quar- 
terback Archie Manning) and guys he 
looked up to. 

“NFL Films has all this great 
archives of (Bears founder) George 
Halas talking about being in Ralph 
Hay’s Hupmobile showroom, (Giants 
owner) Wellington Mara talking about 
how Vince Lombardi wanted him to 
take Polaroids and throw them down 
to the field when Vince was coaching 
with the Giants. To maybe re-enact it 
or kind of tell that story, it’s kind of 
why I signed up for it.” 

Along the way, Manning channeled 
his inner comedian, as displayed in TV 
commercials and as host of “Saturday 
Night Live.” 

A big fan of Elvis Presley, Man- 
ning visited Graceland and “may or 
may not” have dressed up in an Elvis 
costume. He did discover that Pres- 
ley staged impromptu games at local 
parks and was such a die-hard NFL fan 
he had three television sets on hand 
so he could watch as much football as 
possible. 

“He got the idea from Lyndon Baines 
Johnson, who had three TVs so he 
could watch the news and political 
news coverage,” Manning explains. 

Manning and Cris Carter also tried 
to replicate a stunt the New York 
Giants performed at the O’Keeffe 
Radiator Building in Manhattan — 
now the American Radiator Building. 
In 1926, the Giants’ Lynn Bomar threw 
a ball to the ground from 324 feet up 
on the 23-story building, and Hinkey 
Haines caught it. 

“Back in the ‘20s, the forward pass 
was like a circus act,” Manning says. 
“When you were in the red zone and 
threw a pass into the end zone and it 
was incomplete, the other team got 
the ball; that was news to me. Clearly, 
teams didn’t want to throw it. 

“But to get some buzz and interest 


with the team not drawing well, the 
Giants did this publicity stunt and had 
(Bomar) throw a pass off the building. 
So I threw a pass down to Cris Carter 
at the same spot and he caught it. It 
was pretty neat.” 

Also neat, no doubt, was having 
Manning service motorist’s cars at 
the Vince Lombardi Travel Plaza 
on the New Jersey Turnpike. Man- 
ning dressed up as an attendant and 
“would give them a lecture or seminar 
on Vince Lombardi” while they were 
gassing up. The customers were given 
$10 off their bill if they could correctly 
answer questions about Lombardi. 

Paying homage to one of the NFL’s 
great QBs, Sammy Baugh, who also 
played safety and was an All-Pro 
punter, Manning had Deion Sanders 
“try to teach me” to play defensive 
back. “That provided some chal- 
lenges,” Manning says with achuckle. 

He visited with Jay Leno, arenowned 
classic car collector, to discuss the 
Hupmobile, an auto on which several 
future NFL franchise owners sat (on 
the running boards) “drinking prohi- 
bition beer” as the league was formed. 

“T hope people who love football will 
find it entertaining,” he says. “T cer- 
tainly have not been afraid to make fun 
of myself.” 

The fun of the series is accompa- 
nied by a reverence for the history of 
his sport. Such highlights as sitting 
with Roger Staubach and watching 
the long pass to Drew Pearson that 
spawned the “Hail Mary” description 
of such plays. Or chatting with Jim 
Brown about his career — in football 
and lacrosse and acting. Or research- 
ing the role of Bert Bell, the league’s 
second commissioner who created the 
draft, scheduled games for Sundays — 
college football, more popular in the 
those days, owned Saturdays — and 
insisted on blackouts when television 
became a factor. 


Kanter making most of second chance with Blazers

PORTLAND, Ore. — Look- 
ing back on it now, the Trail 
Blazers were clearly smart to 
pick up Enes Kanter after he 
was waived by the New York 
Knicks. 

Kanter was brought aboard 
by Portland as insurance for 
the final stretch of the season, 
meant to back up starter Jusuf 
Nurkic. 

Then Nurkic broke his leg and 
Kanter was thrust into a starting 
role with his new team. After 
Portland’s playoff-opening 


victory over the Oklahoma NBAveteran. 


City Thunder, Damian Lillard 
dubbed the 6-foot-11 center 
the Blazers’ MVP. 

“He had a huge presence 
down the stretch and played 
a huge part in us winning this 
game,” Lillard said after Port- 
land’s 104-99 victory Sunday. 

Kanter finished with 20 
points and a career playoff-high 
18 rebounds, and was effective 
on defense against the likes of 
Russell Westbrook and Paul 
George. 

It’s been quite ajourney from 
New York castoff to Portland 
playoff hero for the seven-year 


Kanter, 26, was waived by 
the Knicks following the trade 
deadline. Once a starter, he fell 
out of the rotation altogether 
when New York — which fin- 
ished with the worst record in 
the league — turned its focus to 
younger players. 

Kanter, who came to the 
Knicks in 2017 from Oklahoma 
City in the Carmelo Anthony 
trade, averaged 14 points and 
10.8 rebounds in 115 games over 
two seasons. 

The Blazers picked him up 
just before the All-Star break, 
envisioning him as the second 


team center. But on March 25, 
Nurkic crashed awkwardly to 
the court during a game at home 
against the Brooklyn Nets. 
Nurkic, who was averaging 
14.6 points and 10.4. rebounds, 
broke his leg in two places and 
was out for the season. 

Nurkic is a Portland favorite 
— fans donated to put up a bill- 
board honoring the “Bosnian 
Beast” after his injury — but 
Kanter has since endeared 
himself, too. Kanter appeared 
in 23 games with the Blazers in 
the regular season and started 
in eight, averaging 13.1 points 
and 8.6 rebounds.

RALEIGH, N.C. 
Study: Minority hiring in MLB 
ranks similar to previous year 


A diversity report 
released Monday on Major 
League Baseball finds the 
sport remaining largely on 
the same footing from the 
previous year in racial and 
gender hiring practices, 
with the biggest area of 
concern coming in the front 
offices of league teams. 

The annual report card 
from The Institute for 
Diversity and Ethics in 
Sport (TIDES) at Central 
Florida found slight fluc- 
tuations in scores for racial 
and gender hiring. The 
grade for racial hiring was 
an A-minus with 89 points, 
up a point from a year 
earlier, while the grade for 
gender hiring dropped one 
point toa 70 for aC. 

The overall score 
was unchanged at 79, a 
B-minus. 


BALTIMORE 
Historic section of Pimlico not 
safe for Preakness seating 


Nearly 6,700 grandstand 
seats at Baltimore’s Pimlico 
Race Course are not safe, an 
engineering firm has deter - 
mined, meaning roughly 
18 percent of the historic 
track’s seating capacity 
will be cordoned-off when 
it hosts one of America’s 
premier horse races next 
month. 

Some city lawmakers 
assert that the looming 
closure of the northern 
grandstand adjacent 
to the clubhouse — the 
oldest section of seating 
with a capacity of 6,670 
— illustrates how the 
Canada-based develop- 
ment company that owns 
and operates the track 
has systematically routed 
renovation cash away from 
the host of the Preakness 
Stakes. The storied race is 
the second-leg of the Triple 
Crown. 

“This announcement 
underscores the core issue 
of renovation funding 
being intentionally steered 
away from Pimlico to help 
manufacture a crisis,” said 
state Sen. Bill Ferguson, a 
Baltimore Democrat. 

Pimlico owner The Stro- 
nach Group says its hands 
are tied: An engineering 
firm has determined that 
the northern grandstand 
with those 6,670 seats 
can’t sustain that level of 
load bearing weight any 
longer.

Garage catches fire at Texas 
home of boxer George Foreman 


Authorities say an acci- 
dental fire in a garage at 
the Texas home of former 
heavyweight boxing cham- 
pion George Foreman 
damaged the garage and 
several vehicles, but caused 
no injuries. 

A spokeswoman for the 
Harris County Fire Marshal’s 
Office, Rachel Moreno, 
says the Sunday night blaze 
didn’t spread beyond the 
garage. She says smoke and 
water damaged some of the 
approximately 40 vehicles 
inside. Moreno said the fire 
started on a golf cart. 

Foreman later tweeted, 
“Don’t worry all is well.” 
He thanked firefighters who 
responded to the home in 
Huffman, an unincorporated 
community in the Houston 
area. 

The fire comes just more 
than a month after Fore- 
man’s daughter, Freeda 
Foreman, was found dead 
in her home in suburban 
Houston.

LOS ANGELES — Vin Scully joined 
the widow of Jackie Robinson to honor 
the player who broke baseball’s color 
barrier during Robinson’s centennial 
birthday celebration Monday night. 

Scully greeted 96-year-old Rachel 
Robinson with a kiss after being 
introduced to the crowd, with Scully 
drawing the loudest cheers in a rare 
public appearance. 

He stood behind Rachel with his 
hands holding her arms during the 
national anthem at Dodger Stadium. 
They were joined by Robinson’s 
daughter, Sharon, and son, David, 
who linked arms with their mother as 
they walked on the field. 

Robinson became the first black 
player in Major League Baseball with 
the Brooklyn Dodgers on April 15, 
1947. Scully began calling the team’s 
games three years later, and the now- 
retired Hall of Fame announcer was 
friendly off the field with the man he 
called “Jack.” 

Only 7.7% of current MLB players 
are black, according to MLB. 

“If not for Jackie Robinson, I prob- 
ably wouldn’t be here today playing 
baseball in the United States,” said 
Cincinnati Reds outfielder Yasiel Puig, 
who came from Cuba to chase his pro 
aspirations. “That’s the reason we 
respect this day.” 

Robinson, who died at age 53 in 1972, 
would have turned 100 on Jan. 31. 

His No. 42 was worn by every major 
leaguer Monday. The number was 
retired around the league in 1997. 

“For me, it’s a big opportunity and 


responsibility that I hold very dear to 
my heart,” Dodgers manager Dave 
Roberts said. “To put this uniform on 
today and wear that number today, 42, 
it’s always special.” 

Colorado Rockies manager Bud 
Black recalled reading about Robinson 
as ayoungster. 

“To this day I still read about him,” 
Black said in San Diego. “What a pio- 
neer. What a great example of a human 
being and what he meant to our coun- 
try, and in the bigger picture, what he 
meant for all of us culturally, not only 
in baseball, but in society.” 

In Minnesota, Toronto Blue Jays 
manager Charlie Montoyo started his 
pregame media session at 3:42 p.m. 
CDT in honor of Robinson. 

“That’s probably one of the people 
in baseball I wish I would’ve met,” he 
said. 

At Dodger Stadium, the pregame 
ceremonies included 42 current and 
former Jackie Robinson Foundation 
scholars. Students from Cleveland 
Elementary, Washington Middle 
School and John Muir High — all 
attended by Robinson while grow- 
ing up in nearby Pasadena — were on 
hand. 

Robinson’s No. 42 was cut into the 
center field grass. 

The Robinson siblings each tossed 
out first pitches. David’s was a strike 
to Roberts, while Sharon’s bounced on 
its way to catcher Russell Martin. 

Sharon Robinson works as MLB’s 
education programming consultant. 

The Dodgers hosted an invitation- 
only 100th birthday celebration in the 
Stadium Club featuring a sneak pre- 
view of the Jackie Robinson Museum,

set to open in December in New York 
City. 

Dodgers closer Kenley Jansen and 
former Dodger Matt Kemp, now with 
the Reds, came out to home plate to 
pose with Scully and the Robinson 
family before the game. 

Missing from this year’s LA ceremo- 
nies was Don Newcombe, the third 
black pitcher in the major leagues 
when he was with the Brooklyn and 
later Los Angeles Dodgers. He and 
Robinson were among the first four 
black players named to an All-Star 
team. Newcombe died in February at 
age 92. 

Chicago White Sox shortstop Tim 
Anderson hosted more than 75 kids 
for a screening of the Robinson biopic 
"Al." 

“Tt’s tough to watch it,” Anderson 
said. “But it’s brave on his part, for 
him to be that guy to go through that 
and just be a leader and basically break 
the barrier. A guy that Ilook up to and 
a guy that motivates me.” 

The Seattle Mariners visited the 
Negro Leagues Baseball Museum in 
Kansas City on a recent road trip. 

“Tt takes a special person, a spe- 
cial man to go about it, to take as 
much backlash as he did and still 
did that in a professional manner,” 
Mariners infielder Tim Beckham 
said. “It speaks a lot about Jackie 
Robinson.” 

Major league players made a 
$100,000 grant to the Jackie Robin- 
son Foundation in honor of his 10ooth 
birthday. It helps fund the college 
scholarship program run by the foun- 
dation, which was founded by Rachel 
Robinson.

CINCINNATI — John Bran- 
nen played pick-up games 
at Cincinnati’s on-campus 
arena when he was growing 
up and vividly recalls watch- 
ing Kenyon Martin dunk over 
another player. He’s coached 
— and lost — with visiting 
teams at the same arena. 

The local guy is now in 
charge of the home team. 

The Bearcats decided to 
stay in their backyard for Mick 
Cronin’s replacement, choos- 
ing Brannen — the head coach 
at nearby Northern Kentucky 
— totry to extend their Amer- 
ican Athletic Conference 
success and get deeper into 


the NCAA Tournament. 

The 45-year-old coach 
grew up in northern Ken- 
tucky and was at the top of 
Cincinnati’s list when Cronin 
— another Cincinnati-area 
native — left for UCLA last 
week . 

“Nobody trumped John,” 
athletics director Mike Bohn 
said Monday. 

Brannen led Northern Ken- 
tucky to unmatched success in 
its first three seasons in Divi- 
sion I, leading the Norse to a 
pair of NCAA Tournament 
appearances and winning 
the Horizon League’s coach 
of the year award. When he 
arrived on the Norse campus, 
many students still rooted 
for the Kentucky Wildcats at 


tournament time. 

That changed when the 
Norse reached the tourna- 
ment in their first year of 
eligibility and gave Kentucky a 
scare in the first round before 
losing 79-70. They reached it 
again this season and lost to 
runner-up Texas Tech 72-57 
in the opening round. 

Getting the Bearcats deeper 
into the tournament will be 
one of Brannen’s main goals. 

Cincinnati reached the 
NCAA Tournament each of 
the last nine seasons under 
Cronin, who dug the program 
out from its mess after Bob 
Huggins’ departure. But the 
Bearcats reached the Sweet 
16 only once, in 2012. A first- 
round loss to Iowa last month 


in Columbus, Ohio made it 
seven straight years of failing 
to get beyond the opening 
weekend. 

In the short term, Brannen 
takes over a team in transi- 
tion at the guard spot. The 
Bearcats lose senior point 
guards Justin Jenifer and Cane 
Broome. Jarron Cumberland, 
the AAC’s player of the year, 
hasn’t declared whether he’ll 
return for a senior season. 

The most intriguing ques - 
tion is how much Brannen 
changes the Bearcats’ style. 
Cronin emphasized defense, 
rebounding and toughness. 
While Brannen also likes full- 
court defensive pressure, his 
offense at Northern Kentucky 
was much more wide open.

King of clay Nadal 
unsure how Monte 
Carlo return will go

MONACO — Rafael Nadal 
is unsure how his latest 
injury return will go this 
week, even though it will 
be on the clay-court king’s 
favorite surface. 

The second-ranked 
Spaniard is coming back 
at the Monte Carlo Mas- 
ters, a tournament he has 
won a record 11 times along 
with the French Open and 
Barcelona. 

“Tt has been a tough year 
and a half for me, so it’s 
tough to have a clear view 
about how I am,” Nadal 
said Monday at the French 
Riviera tournament, where 
he plays Spanish country - 
man Roberto Bautista Agut 
in the second round on 
Wednesday. 

“T had too many stops; 
I didn’t find a way to play 
three weeks in a row with- 
out problems. So it has been 
hard for me. When you have 
these things going on, on the 
mental side it’s up and down. 
It’s always like a comeback.” 

Even Toni Nadal, his 
uncle and former coach, 
was Skeptical about Nadal’s 
long-term future in tennis in 
an interview with El Pais last 
month. 

“Rafael wants to continue 
playing, despite his physi- 
cal problems,” Toni said. 
“That is what will continue 
to be decisive. Until when, 
who knows? Maybe two 
or three more years. What 
I’m saying is that Rafael is 
not a tennis player, he’s an 
injured person who plays 
tennis.” 

Responding on Monday, 
the 32-year-old Nadal said 
his uncle had apologized for 
the comments. 

“He came to the court 
and felt sorry for that. Toni 
wanted to say it in a posi- 
tive way because of course 
I had many issues,” Nadal 
said. “Toni has conferences 
for companies every week. 
So when you talk a lot, 
sometimes you make some 
mistakes.” 

Bautista Agut beat top- 
ranked Novak Djokovic at 
the Miami Open last month 
— where Nadal did not play. 
His troublesome right knee 
had flared up again the pre- 
vious tournament, forcing 
him to pull out of his semi- 
final against Roger Federer 
at Indian Wells. 

Nadal resumed practice 
two weeks ago and his knee 
is holding up. 

“My knee is quite good. 
Happy for that. Now I need 
to work on the tennis,” he 
said. “I hope the competi- 
tion puts me in the rhythm 
Ineed.” 

Nadal usually finds his 
rhythm quicker than anyone 
on clay. 

Last year, he missed 
February and March after 
retiring in the fifth set of his 
Australian Open quarterfinal 
against Marin Cilic with a hip 
injury. 

However, it did not stop 
him reeling off 14 straight 
wins on clay without drop- 
ping a set — winning two 
Davis Cup matches, the 
Monte Carlo and Barcelona 
titles before Dominic Thiem 
stopped him in the Madrid 
Masters quarterfinals. 

Nadal went on to win the 
Rome Masters and French 
Open and reached the Wim- 
bledon semifinals on grass, 
losing an epic five-setter to 
Djokovic.

CAULIFLOWER? 


Good. These recipes? Better.

Cauliflower’s moment in the sun as 
a food fad came to an abrupt halt a few 
years ago when someone sliced it cross- 
wise and called it a cauliflower steak. 
Cauliflower is not a steak. There is noth- 
ing steaklike about cauliflower. 
And while we’re at it, you know 
those cauliflower-based pizza crusts 
that they say don’t taste like cauli- 
flower? They taste like cauliflower. 


The tofu of vegetables 


That said, I love cauliflower, except 
in its steak and pizza applications. 

One friend of mine calls cauliflower the tofu 
of vegetables, because it soaks up and takes on 
the flavor of anything it is with. And that is true 
when it is served with a cheesy or spicy sauce. 
But when it is served by itself, unadorned, 
it has a mildly nutty flavor all its own. 

To sample the many various aspects of 
cauliflower, I made it a few different ways. 

One was in an amazing savory pie. 

The recipes took some time and 
effort to make, with terrific results. 

But the best way could not have been simpler; 
it is the method that, to me, allows the pure, 
warm flavor of cauliflower to come through. 

I roasted it. 

All I needed was a little olive oil, a sprin- 
kling of salt, a dash of pepper and an oven. 

The result was basic, elemental cauliflower, 


cauliflower at its most essential. It was perfec- 


tion, and you can’t improve on perfection. 
Vegetarian done right 


But I tried. And if anything can be more 
perfect than perfect, it is a savory Cau- 
liflower Cheese Pie with grated potato 
crust. This dish is absolutely stellar. 

The recipe comes from the “Moose- 
wood Cookbook,” which is sort of the bible 
for vegetarians. As in, “In the beginning, 
there was the ‘Moosewood Cookbook.’ ” 

Originally self-published in 1974, it has 
become one of the 10 best-selling cookbooks 
of alltime according to the New York Times. 

Additionally, in 2007, the James 
Beard Foundation named the book 
to the Cookbook Hall of Fame. 

I have made many dishes from this 
book over the years, but the Cauliflower 
Cheese Pie may be my new favorite. 

The crust is basically a potato pan- 
cake baked in a pie pan: grated pota- 
toes, grated onions and an egg white. 

Once that is essentially parbaked, you 
add a layer of shredded cheddar cheese (1 
used sharp cheese, which I would recom- 
mend), then a layer of thyme-scented, 
sautéed cauliflower and onions, and then 
another layer of shredded cheese. 

Pour in a simple custard of eggs anda 
little milk, bake, and you end up with a 
dish that will make even the most fer- 
vent carnivore say, “maybe these Moose- 
wood people are on to something.” 


ROASTED CAULIFLOWER 


Yield: 4 servings 

1 pound cauliflower, about 1 medium-large head, trimmed and 
cut into %4-inch-thick slices 

1 % tablespoons extra-virgin olive oil 


Coarsely ground black pepper 


1. Preheat oven to 400 degrees. Place cauliflower in a large 
mixing bowl. Pour on just enough olive oil to coat. Season gener- 
ously with salt and pepper and toss gently until evenly coated. 


2. Lay cauliflower pieces out on a baking sheet. Drizzle any 
remaining oil from the bowl on top. Bake, turning once, until 
caramelized on edges and tender, 25 to 30 minutes. Serve warm 
or at room temperature, as a side dish. You can also sprinkle it 
with a very good aged vinegar. Or, cut florets into smaller pieces 
and add to salads.

CAULIFLOWER CHEESE PIE 


Yield: 4 to 5 servings 

For the crust 

2 cups (packed) grated raw potato 
Y% cup grated onion 

Y% teaspoon salt 

1 egg white, lightly beaten 

1 tablespoon oil 

For the filling 

1 tablespoon olive oil or butter 

1 cup chopped onion 

2 medium garlic cloves, minced 

Y% teaspoon salt 

Black pepper, to taste 

Y% teaspoon dried basil 

Y% teaspoon dried thyme 

1 medium cauliflower, cut into florets 
1 cup (packed) grated cheddar 

2 eggs 

Y% cup milk 

Paprika 





1. Preheat oven to 400 degrees. 


2. For the crust: Combine grated potato, 
onion, salt and egg white in a small bowl, 
and mix well. Transfer to a pie pan and pat 
into place with lightly floured fingers, build- 
ing up the sides into a handsome edge. 


3. Bake for 30 minutes, then brush crust 
with 1 tablespoon of oil (or less) and bake 
it 10 more minutes. Remove from oven and 
lower temperature to 375 degrees. 


4. For the filling: Heat 1 tablespoon olive oil 
or butter in a large skillet. Add onion, garlic, 
Salt, pepper, basil and thyme, and sauté 
over medium heat for about 5 minutes. 

Add cauliflower, stir and cover. Cook until 
tender, stirring occasionally, about 8 to 10 
minutes. 


5. Spread half the cheese onto the baked 
crust. Spoon the sauteed vegetables on top, 
then sprinkle on the remaining cheese. Beat 
the eggs and milk together and pour over 
the top. Dust lightly with paprika. 


6. Bake 35 to 40 minutes, or until set. Serve 
hot or warm.

CHICKEN, EGGPLANT AND BASIL WRAPS WITH CASHEWS 


Serves 4 

1 tablespoon coconut oil 

1 pound ground chicken or 

2 boneless, skinless chicken 
breasts pulsed in a food pro- 
cessor until minced 

2 Chinese eggplants, sliced into 
thin rounds 

Heaping % cup unsalted raw or 
roasted cashews 

3 tablespoons rice vinegar 

3 tablespoons gluten-free 
tamari or soy sauce 

2 green onions (white and 
green parts), minced 

2 cups coarsely torn basil 
leaves (use Thai basil if 
available) 


1 head lettuce such as iceberg 
or Bibb, or cabbage, leaves 
separated 

For the filling, in a large, high- 
sided or nonstick skillet, heat 
the oil over medium heat. Add 
the chicken, eggplant and 


cashews, and saute until the 
chicken is cooked through 

and the eggplant is tender 
and browned, about 10 to 12 
minutes. Stir in the vinegar and 
tamari or soy Sauce and cook 
for 1 minute longer, until the 
liquid is absorbed. Remove the 
Skillet from the heat and stir 

in the green onion and basil. 
Transfer the filling to a large 
container or bowl, cool, seal 
or cover, and refrigerate until 
you are ready to assemble the 
wraps. 


To assemble, divide the filling 
between 4 bento boxes or 
containers. Roll the lettuce 
leaves and tuck them in bento 
boxes or containers or securely 
wrap and pack on the side. Seal 
everything up and refrigerate 
until you are ready to take it 
with you. 

When you arrive at work, keep 


lunchtime 


your meal cold in the refrigera- 
tor or with a cooler pack in your 
lunch bag. To serve, keep the 
filling cold or reheat, if desired, 
then top the lettuce leaves with 
filling, tuck in the sides (like a 
taco), and enjoy. 


MAKE IT VEGETARIAN 


Replace the chicken with 1 
package (12 ounces) extra-firm 
tofu, finely crumbled after 
pressing out the liquid. As it’s 
already cooked, the tofu will 
only take about 5 minutes in 
the pan to dry out and become 
a touch crispy.
